WASHINGTON, May 12.—While opin- 
fons were being expressed in inner Ad- 
ministration circles today that President 
Coolidge probably would veto the Tax 
Reduction bill unless it was. greatly 
modified in conference, movements were 
indicated among both Senators and 
House members to prevent just such 
modification by the conferees. 

Unless there is complete assurance 
that the amendments inserted in the bill 
by the Democratic-Radical coalition of 
the Senate will not be emasculated by a 
conference committee controlled by Re- 
publicans out of sympathy with these 
drastic changes, Senator Simmons, rank- 
ing Democrat of the Finance Committee, 
will demand tomorrow that Senate mem- 
bers of the conference be principally 
Democrats instead of Republicans. 

An ultimatum of this character was 
avoided in the House today through 
agreements between Chairman Green of 
the Ways and Means Committee and 
Representative Garner, ranking Demo- 
crat, when they made a deal on Demo- 
cratic recommendations to be retained 
in exchange for certain Republican 
amendments likewise to be kept. As a 
result of this arrangement no demur 
was made in the House to the appoint- 
ment of conferees, and Mr. Green, Mr. 
Hawley and Mr. Treadway, Republicans, 


and Mr. Garner and Mr. Collier, Demo- 
crats, were named. 
May Defer Fight to Report Stage. 


It had been expected that the Senate 
would be notified immediately and would 


proceed to name its conferees, but 
through another compact between 
Messrs. Green and Garner the official 


notification was postponed until tomor- 
row, evidently so Mr. Simmons could 
have time to give notice to Sena- 
tors Smoot, McLean and Curtis, pro- 
spective Republican conferees, that he 
would require promises of good treaf- 
ment for the various new amendments. 

It is not the wish of Senator Simmons 
to force the issue tomorrow if it can be 
avoided; in fact, he is much more dis- 
posed to allow the_bill to go to confer- 
ence in the customary way and to post- 
pone his fight until a report is made. 
He said in an emphatic fashion that if 
he took this latter course, only to find 
that the conference committee had cut 
the bill to pieces, he would insist that 
the report be réjected and that new 
conferees be named. 

Indications now are‘that in spite of 
the defiant stand by Administration Re- 
publicans that the bill must be much 
altered in conference, Senator Simmons 
will receive pledges that the amend- 
ments he and the other Democrats and 
Radicals sponsored will not be so badly 
mangled they will be unrecognizable, 
and therefore that the bill will go to 
conference tomorrow. 

Just how far the three Senators will 
go ir agreeing to treat certain amend- 
ments with deference, especially in view 
ef their known hostility to them, is a 
question tonight. Not alone they, but 
all the regular Republicans in the Sen- 
ate regard the amendments affecting 
publicity of tax returns and the Jones 
graduated corporation tax as'/most ob- 


gectionable. 
But, on the other hand, there is no as- 
sumption that Mr. Simmons will de- 


mand that these remain in the bill with- 
out any modification. He must have 
learned today, if he did not know it be- 
fore, that a great number of House 
Democrats, among them Representative 
Garner, consider unlimited publicity of 
tax returns a vicious evil, and also that 
the Jones tax is not too popular with 
many of these House Democrats. 

So far as publicity is concerned, the 
Norris amendment prescribing that cll 
tax returns shall be open to inspection 
will probably be stricken out by the 
conferees, who may support instead the 
Jones amendment directing the Board of 
Tax Appeals to hold open hearings on 
contested tax cases and to publish the 
results. Such sentiment exists’ in both 
houses for some sort of publicity that 
this will be adopted, it is thought. 

The Jones graduated corporation tax 
amendment will not be modified, it was 
stated today. It wili.remain as it is 


or be stricken out, the conferees being 
forced to accept it or the existing law, 
which imposes the flat tax of 12% per 
= and the $1 per $1,000 capital stock 


Can Adjust Surtax Rates. 


The matter of adjusting the difference 
between the Simmons surtax rates, run- 
ning to 40 per cent. on $500,000, and the 
Longworth rates, going up to 37% per 
cent. on $200,000, appears to be the least 
of the worries of the conferees, no doubt 
pecause at $200,000 the Democratic rate 
of 38 per cent. is so close to. the Long- 
worth figure, and because the respec- 
tive scales below that amount of income 
ere so similar. 


Popular belief is that the conferees 
will lop off the Democratic schedules 
above $200,000 and will then bring in a

MEANT TO LEAD THE WORLD 





We Are ‘Better Sportsmen Than 
to Hold Malice After a 
Fight,’ He Declares. 





CHICAGO, May 12.—To keep. the 
American people undivided and far from 
alien influences and to shield them 
against foreign propaganda, was de- 
clared to be the duty of church and citi- 
zens by Cardinal Mundelein tonight, in 
his first formal address as a Cardinal. 

“‘After all, to take one’s place in the 
Supreme Senate of the Catholic Church, 
to be ranked among the seventy that 
stand highest arnong two hundred mil- 
lions in the world, to be numbered 
among the scarlet-clad Cardinals, who 
have had and have saints and statesmen 
and learned men among them, is one of 
the greatest honors that can be paid to 
man here below,’’ the Cardinal said. 

“But to be accorded that honor with 
the approval and the applause and the 
congratulations of those with whom one 
has lived and moved for years, that is 
even a greater gratification. For that 
reason J am happy tonight. 

“My dear friends, this honor would 
have meant nothing to me if it had 
meant nothing to you. But because you 
share it with me, because you have mer- 
ited more than I, because it means 
added glory to our city and our people, 
that is what I appreciate more than I 
can say. 

“Tt has been remarked that I am the 
youngest member of the Sacred College, 
and yet this is not remarkable. Chicago 
‘is by far the youngest of the cities pos- 
sessing a cardinalatial seat * * * It rep- 
resents the coronation of triumphant 
youth; a youthful church in a youthful 
city, on a youthful continent; not fool- 
ish, vacillating boyhood, but the full 
vigor of a powerful young manhood. 
Even the Holy Father emphasized this 
when he spoke of our country as the 
land where everything is great, where 
every move is gigantic. But the wonder 
of it all is that it is not a youth that is 
hard or thoughtless; no, a youth that 
was kind to others in suffering, gener- 
ous in victory, open handed to those in 
need and in misery. In his address on 
the occasion of the conferring of the 
red biretta on the American Cardinals 
the Pope paid a stirring tribute to this 
country. 

*“*The intervention of your country,’ 
said the Pontiff, ‘decided the issue of the 
war; the intervention of your country in 
time of peace again saved countless 
lives from hunger and death.’ 

Found Attitude to Us Changed. 

“On every side I noted a changed at- 
titude toward this country. I had not 
been in Rome for fifteen years. Then 
we were looked upon as a nation of dol- 
ar makers and dollar seekers. Now the 
attitude was changed. We had shown 
that when it was a question of human 
lives, of saving, particularly babies’ 
lives, we knew no lines of race or creed ; 


| we threw our dollars away from us for. 


this purpose even quicker than we made 


them. The attitude was now one of re- 


spect. 
“‘Nor was there the gratitude that is 


the expectation of further favors. Well 
do I remember, when, on the eve of my 
departure from Rome and I was taking 
leave of the man whom I honestly be- 
lieve to be the kindest man I ever knew, 
I said, ‘Now, Holy Father, if we can at 
any time be of service, if there be any- 
thing we can do, just a word of yours

RICHMOND, Va., May 12.—After three 
days of rain Virginia faces the most 
general flood condition in years. Qne 
death had been reported tonight, that of 
William Lucas, who was drowned at 
Fredericksburg. 

At Charlottesville, where the loss is 
estimated at $200,000, the Rivanna River 
was twenty-five feet above - normal. 
Seven bridges had been washed away, 
several manufacturing plants were flood- 
ed and others had been forced to shut 
down. The city was without electric 
lights or street car service, 

The Shenandoah River is higher than 
it has been for fifty years. Sufficient 
warning was given to enable inhabitants 
of the lowlands to remove their posses- 


sions, including live stock. 

At Riverton, the Shenandoah was thir- 
ty feet above normal and still rising. 
Many bridges were reported in danger.

NEW PLANE IS MADE READY 





Navy Vessel Will Carry It and |

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Major Fred- 
erick L. Martin, world flight com- 
mander, and Staff Sergeant Alva L. 
Harvey, his mechanic, who escaped un- 
hurt after wrecking their plane in col- 
lision with a mountain on the bleak 
Alaskan peninsula, have been ordered by 


Secretary Weeks of the War Depart- 
ment to report to Washington imme- 
diately. 


The War Department has decided to 
provide them with another airplane, now 
at Langley Field, and will dispatch 
them eastward to rejoin the world flight 
at ‘“‘the furthest convenient point’’ from 
which they can complete the flight with 
the rest of the command. 

They probably will be sent on a naval 
vessel, and it is expected that the point 
at which they rejoin the other three 
planes, now at Attu, the tip of the 
Aleutians, will be ‘‘somewhere in India.”’ 

The radiogram from Major Martin to 
Major Gen. Patrick, Chief of the Army 
Air Service, asked for instructions, 
After a conference with Air Service of- 
ficials this morning, General Patrick 
recommended to Secretary Weeks the 
plan for sending Major Martin and Ser- 
geant Harvey east to rejoin his flying 
companions. 

Martin Retains Flight Command. 

Immediately after approval of .the 
plan to accord [Major Martin the honor 
of leading his comrades on the home- 
ward journey, General Patrick sent this 
telegram to Major Martin: 


We rejoice and thank God that you 
are both safe and well. Confidence 
in you unabated. You have proved 
yourself. Still want you to command 
flight. Cannot arrange for you to 
overtake others by going west. You 
and Sergeant Harvey will report to 
me here without delay. Plan to send 
you east to rejoin flight at furthest 
convenient point from which you can 
complete the journey with the rest of 
your command, 


Major Martin and Sergeant Harvey 
will start immediately for Washington. 
General Patrick received a telegram 
from Major Martin this afternoon to 
the effect that hé and Sergeant Harvey 
will leave Port Moller tomorrow on a 
Pacific-American Fisheries boat for Bel- 
lingham, Wash. It is expected that 
they will reach Washington in about two 
weeks. 

On their arrival here there will be a 
conference regarding plans for enabling 
them to rejoin the other three planes 
somewhere in Asia. Meanwhile orders 
are being issued to proceed at Langley 
Field with the work of getting ready the 
plane which will be utilized by Major 
Martin and Sergeant Harvey. It is the 
same type of plane as those being used 
by the other three world-flight pilots. 

Major Martin is being ordered to 
Washington because it was impossible 
to provide him with a plane that would 
enable him to rejoin the other world- 


flight aviators by going west without 
interfering with the success of their 
plans. To send a plane to the tip of 
the chain of Alaskan islands from Lang- 
ley Field would require sgme time, and 
this would delay the other$fliers to such 
an extent as to interfere with the suc- 
cess of their mission. 

The keystone of their success, assuming 
the expedition is fortunate enough to 
escape accident, is their ability to reach 
Calcutta ahead of the rainy season in 
the Siamese stretch of their itinerary. 
Some time already has been lost by the 
fliers and they will barely be able to 
reach and cross Siam ahead of the rainy 
season. 

The other three pilots were unable to 
hop off from Chicagoff, on the Island

Airplane Stops Run on Missouri Bank; 
Cc arries $400,000 to Springfield Vaults

KANSAS CITY, Mo., May 12.—The 
dispatch of $400,000 by airplane from 
St. Louis and the hasty week-end col- 
lection of $100,000 cash in this city 
has stopped a run on the Union Na- 
tional Bank of Springfield,’ Mo. 

In answer to a telegraphic appeal from 
the bank for money to back its certified 
checks, George P. Reichel, cashier of the 
First National Bank here, on Saturday 
afternoon began gathering up all the 


‘| money he could find. Most of the banks 


here had closed at noon, and time locks 
made it mate it hnpcesibie to open their vaults. 


From the savings banks Reichel ob- 
tained all the money they had on hand, 
approximately $30,500. 

At the Union Station ticket offices, 
Mr. Reichel obtained $30,000; the Fred 
Harvey restaurant yielded $7,500; the 
Newman Theatre turned over, $6,000; the 
Main Street Theatre exchanged the same 
amount for a certified check. 

Mr. Reichel sent the money last night 
on a Missouri Pacific train, heavily 
guarded. All of it was in small de- 
nominations; white bags held silver ; 
rubber bands bound the notes. 








INVENTOR CONQUERS LANGLEY CONVICTED 
DEADLY MOTOR GAS’ OF DEAL IN WHISKY 





Dr. Miller Reese 
Says His Compound Cuts 
Down Carbon Monoxide. 





IS MIXED WITH GASOLINE 





2 to 4 Ounces in 5 Gallons of 
Fuel, He Declares, Also Prevents 
Carbon Deposits in Cylinders. 





Dr. Miller Reese Hutchison, inventor 
of the Klaxon automobile horn, the 
akouphone, which has enabled the deaf 


to hear, and of many other electro-me- 


chanical. and acoustic devices, an- 
nounced yesterday that he had discov- 
ered a chemical compound the use of 


which in small and inexpensive quanti- | 


ties in combination with commercial 
gasoline virtually eliminates all danger 
from toxic discharges of the deadly car- 
bon monoxide from the exhausts of au- 
tomobiles. 

Dr. Hutchison was for nearly twenty 
years chief engineer of the Edison lab- 
eratories. He is a member of the Naval 
Advisory Board and of engineering and 
scientific societies in America and 
abroad. He is now the head of Miller 
Reese Hutchison, Inc., whose labora- 
tories and office are located on the fifty- 
first floor of the Woolworth tower. 

Dr. Hutchison’s development of what 
he considers an important adjunct in 
the conservation of humgn life came 
about through the use of an experi- 
mental compeund, the formula of which 
is not yet revealed because it is not 
protected by patent, in the gas tank 
of one of his automobiles. By the 
introduction of a single ounce of the 
compound in five gallons of ordinary 
gasoline in the tank of his car some 
months ago he said he found that he 
was no longer annoyed by the accumu- 
lation of carbon deposits in the cylin- 
ders and sthe consequent “knocking” of 
the motor. 

Result of Imperfect Combustion. 


“These carbon deposits which are 
such a familiar annoyance to motor- 
ists,’ Dr. Hutchison explained yester- 
day to a New Yorke TIMES reporter, 
“are, of course, the product of imper- 
fect combustion. So also are the exces- 
sive discharges, through the exhaust, 
of the deadly fumes of carbon mon- 
oxide. Every newspaper reader, not to 
say every scientist, is familiar with the 
subtle and deadly properties of this 
gas. 

“From day to day hundreds of cases 
have been reported in the newspapers 
of automobile owners running their mo- 
tors while tinkering with their cars in 
unventilated garages. Scores of them, 
including Nat Wills, the comedian, have 
been found dead, and hundreds more 
have been prostrated by inhaling these 
monoxide fumes. Carbon monoxide is 
peculiarly dangerous because, like hy- 
drogen gas, it gives off no warning 
odor. It strikes before the victim knows 
he is menaced. It is a gas heavier than 
air, and, therefore, sinks into basements 
and to the floors of garages where tin- 
kering owners and mechanics are likely 
to be at work under thelr cars. 

‘It is well known through actual ex- 
periments by Professor Henderson of 
Yale and others that samples of air 
taken from thoroughfares much fre- 
quented by motor vehicles, like Fifth 
Avenue and Riverside Drive, are found 
to be impregnated with monoxide to an 
extent that afflicts with headache and 
illness robust traffic policemen who are 
exposed to these fumes.for long periods 
of the day, even though in the open air. 


Use in Vehicular Tunnels. 


“These considerations and the fact that 
vehicular tunnels for automobile traffic 
are coming into use extensively led me 
to prosecute my experiments actively, 
particularly since last March. To begin 
with, I had the Joseph Tracy laboratory, 
in Rutherford, N. J., take exhaust gas 
samples from a stock motor running 
under ordinary automobile conditions, 

“T then sent these exhaust gas sam- 
ples to the Pittsburgh Testing Labora- 
tory for analysis, first, of the exhaust 
gases obtained from the straight gaso- 
line, and, second, for analysis of the 
gases given off through the exhaust 
when the gasoline was mixed with 
varying quantities of the chemical 
compound. It was found that while the 
straight gasoline gave off 5.6 per cent. 
of carbon monoxide, an admixture of 
one ounce, or 1.56 cubic centimeters, 
of the compound in 1,000 cubic centi- 
meters, which is five gallons of gaso- 
line, reduced the output of carbon 
monoxide to 3.9 per cent, 


“When two ounces, or a doubled dose, 
of the compound was mixed with the 
same quantity—five gallons—of gaso- 
line, the monoxide produced was re- 
duced to 3.7 per cent. Three ounces of 
the compound still further reduced the 
poisonous ingredient to 2.7 per cent. 


Now Perfecting Compound. 
“The fifth sample, which contained 


to 3.8 per cent. It is obvious to my 
mind from these results that the proper 
proportion of. gasoline and the chemical 
compound for the maximum elimination 


of carbon monoxide lies somewhere be- 
tween the three-ounce and the four-

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Hutchison| One Co-Defendant of Kentucky 


Representative Also Found 
Guilty of Conspiracy. 


WILL BE SENTENCED TODAY 


Government Urges Maximum 
Penalty of Two Years’ Impris- 
onment and $10,000 Fine. 


COVINGTON, Ky., May 12.—The jury 
in Federal Court here tonight found Rep- 
resentative John W. Langley of Ken- 
tucky guilty of conspiracy to illegally 
transport and sell whisky in 1921. 

The jury returned its verdict after de- 
liberating three hours and forty min- 
utes. 

Milton Lipschutz of Philadelphia, de- 
fendant with Langley, also was found 
guilty, but the jury disagreed in the 
case of Albert S. Slater of Philadelphia, 
the third defendant. 

The maximum sentence for conviction 
is two years’ imprisonment and $10,000} 
fine, but Judge Cochran intimated that 
the fine would be omitted. The Court 
expects to impose sentence tomorrow. 

Representative Langley received 
verdict calmly. Mrs. 
posedly beside her husband.

Representative Langley, with Milton 
Lipschutz and Albert F. Slater. both of 
Philadelphia, had been on trial since 


Tuesday. M. E. Huth of Alliance, Ohio, 
and Walter B. Carey of Canton, Ohio, 
were co-defendants with Langley when 
the case went on trial, but reversed 
their pleas of not guilty Wednesday 
and entered formal pléas of guilty. 

Langley’s bond was fixed at $5,000, 
which was promptly made. His attor- 
neys have three days in which to file a 
motion for a new trial. Lipschutz’s 
bond also was fixed at $5,000. 

The defendants were charged with en- 
tering into a conspiracy in 1921 for the 
{llegal removal of 1,400 cases of whisky 
from the Belle of Anderson Distillery, 
near Lawrenceburg, Ky., and with con- 


spiracy to effect its sale. Langley was 
specifically charged with using his in- 
fluence to have Sam Collins, Federal 
Prohibition Director for Kentucky, issue 


permits allowing the whisky to be trans- 
ported by truck, contrary to law. 

Huth and Carey were charged with 
having paid Lipschutz $30,000 for the 
permit, and Slater, then a clerk in the 
Federal Prohibition Director’s office in 
Philadelphia, was charged with issuing 
the permit. 


The Government placed three wit- 
nesses on the stand who admittedly 
took part in the conspiracy. Thomas J. 


Finn of Columbus, Ohio, testified that 
he was a partner with Huth and Carey 
and delivered the first $2,000 payment 
of the $30,000 to Lipschutz. Gus Swarz- 
kopf of Philadelphia supported Finn’s 
testimony and testified he was present 
when the money was paid. Elias H. 
Mortimer of Washington and New York 
testified that he had several times paid 
Langley money for his influence, and 
told of several conferences between 
Langley and whisky men. 

Mr. Collins testified that Langley 
had tried to get him to issue permits 
and became angry when he refused, 
concluding by threatening to “break 
him politically’’ for his refusal. 

Langley took the stand in his own 
defense and entered general denials of 
the charges. He +was subjected to a 
severe Cfoss-examination by Mr. Smith, 
but did not change his testimony. 

Counsel for the Representative placed 
many character witnesses on the stand, 
including Governor Fields, of Kentucky, 
and Represeftative Arthur B. Rouse 
and Ben Johnson: 

Langley has been in Congress con- 
tinuously for seventeen years and is 
now Chairman of the House Committee 
on Public Buildings. 

Mrs. Langley was the constant com- 
panion of her husband during the trial. 

On motion of the defense, the case 
was temporarily reopened when court 
convened today and Mr. Langley was 
recalled to the stand. He read copies 
of telegrams he had sent and received 
from Prohibition Director Collins during 
October, 1921, which tended to prove 
that friendly relations existed between 
Mr. Langley and Mr. Collins after their 
reported break over the issuance of 
whisky permits.

Congress Inquiry Into

WASHINGTON, May 12.—A petition 
from the City Parliament of Community 
Councils of the City of New York for 
an investigation of telephone rates and 
service in the United States was laid 
before the Senate today by President 
Pro Tempore Cummins and referred to 
the Committee on Interstate Commerce. 
Copies were sent to President Coolidge 
and every member of Congress. 

The petition was accompanied by a 
letter signed by Jabez E. Dunningham, 
Executive Secretary of the Community 
Councils. Charles C. Bauer is Chairman 
of the ‘organization. Miss Margaret 
Woodrow Wilson is Vice President for 
Manhattan Borough, and Chairman of 
the Budget amd Finance Committee.

PARIS, May 12.—M. Poincaré will re- 
main Premier of France until the new 
Chamber meets on June 2, when he will 
resign, probably to be succeeded by a 
leader of the Moderate Left, victorious 

in yesterday's elections. 

The question to be solved by a Cabinet 
meeting under President Millerand to- 
morrow is under what conditions M. 
Poincaré will remain in power the next 
three weeks—whether he will remain 
with the usual powers of the Premier, 
enabling him to carry on the reparation 
negotiations, or whether he will simply 
remain titular head of the Government 
until the new Chamber meets. 

The Premier tonight held consulta- 
tions with members of the Cabinet, who 


are divided on the question. MM. 
Maginot, Fabry, De Selves and Le 
Trocquer, National bloc: Ministers, ad- 


vised M. Poincaré to hold on to power 
in the hope of uniting a majority in the 
new Chamber, while MM. Loucheur, 
Vincent, de Jouvenel and Marsal op- 
posed this method, thinking the Premier 
should simply hold over until the new 
Chamber pronounced itself. 


President for Stop-Gap Policy. 


It is understood that President Mil- 
lerand takes the latter view and the 
general prediction tonight is that Poin- 
caré will remain in power as a stop- 
gap and will not go to Chequers Court 
to meét Prime Minister MacDonald on 
May 19, although the Qual d'Orsay still 
says he will. 

Under French usage no new Govern- 
ment can assume power while the 
Chamber is not in session, and there- 
fore M. Poincaré cannot regularly re- 
sign before Parliament meets the first 
week in June. 

Already there is discussion as to his 
successor. One hears the names of MM. 
Briand, Herriot, Barthou and Painlevé 
in about the order named. M. Briand is 
the most popular of the Moderate Left 
leaders, although M. Herriot is techni- 
cally chief of the Radical Socialists, the 
largest party in the new Chamber. 

The latest returns give the National 
bloc strength in the Chamber as 274, the 
Left strength as 296 with fourteen re- 
turns missing. It is believed these four- 
teen will be divided eight for the Right 
and six for the Left, giving the final 
count 282 for the Right and 302 for the 
Left, the latter number including 29 
Communists. The Right thus loses more 
than 100 votes which go to the Radical 
Socialists and Unified Socialists. 

The Communist vote will certainly be 
against M. Poincaré on the confidence 
vote, but on the other hand will prob- 
ably prove of small worth to the Mod- 
erate Left if it takes over the power. 

There is an apparent majority of 20 
against the Poincarists but In view of 
the complexity of French parliamentary 
practices it is still possible that M. Poin- 
caré could get together a small majority. 
Those close to him, however, say that 
instead of struggling to nold on in this 
manner he will go and await a call to 
return to power,

But whereas the organs of the 
Left and the Government Parties are 
wnly waiting to let loose their joy until | 
the news of the defeat of the French 
Parties of the Right is assured, the or- 
gans of the German Nationalists are 
not inclined to derive much’ pleasure 
from the possibility of M. Poincaré's 
downfall, since it bids fair to deprive 
them of their best weapon for spurring 
the Germans on toward a war of re- 
venge against France. The jubilation 
of Germans of the extreme Right at 
yesterday's huge monarchist demonstra- 
tion at Halle was somewhat dampened 
at the thought that what is happening 
in France may have spoiled their game.

“It contains a certain lesson for Brit- 
ish Liberals—the lesson of unity and 
action. The French Liberals have won 
vy a combination of both these qualities; 
won against great odds—what appeared 
to be overwhelming odds—a triumph by 
the process of teacning the electorate of 


France what. Liberalism meant and 
wnat the opposite meant to their 
country,”’ 


The ex-Premier thought English Lib- 
erals could win as stiking a victory 
as the Liberals in k&rance, anu he 
strongly opposed cooperation with the 
Conservatives, as auvecated by Winston 
Churchill.

French politics may or may not have 
important consequences. It is too early 
yet to attempt to determine the effects 
of the change on foreign policy. The 
presumption igs that there will be no 
great or sudden divergence trom the 
une followed by M. Poincaré. 

“As nearly all the parties have ex- 
pressed openly their approval of the 
Ruhr policy, it is hardly to be expected 
that loincarés successor will in a trice 
abandon the effort to which France has 
been heavily committed for nearly 
eighteen months. There may be a new 
temper, a new touch in the conduct of 
this policy. 

“In any case, whatever Government 
comes into power, France now has an 
exceptional opportunity of cooperating 
in the policy of re-establishing some- 
tuing like normal conditions in L.urope."’ 

The Daily Telegraph says: 

“A change in the spirit of French 
policy is to be looked for as soon as the 
situation has taken definite shape. It 
will be a change of character deeply to 
be desired in the interests of this coun- 
try, of its allies and of Burope. 

“The prospect of a-general settlement 
has already been immeasurably im- 
proved by the appearance of the ex- 
perts’ reports upon the best means of 
obtaining reparations from Germany, 
but M. Poincaré alone among the tlead- 
ers and statesmen of the Enténte and 
the United States has shown some stiff- 
ness in his attitude towards the plan 
and a desire to attach conditions te his 
acceptance of it which could not be rec- 
onciled ith the plainly stated conclu- 
sions of the report. 

“It is to be hoped that we may see in 
the future a French Ministry cooperat- 
ing without reserve in the achieving, on 
the basis of the Dawes report, of a set- 
tlement at length of the difficulty which 
above all else is delaying the economic 
recovery of Europe and a return to 
the normal conditions of commerce. 

“If France's decision leads to a draw- 
ing closer of the bonds of friendship 
which British policy has always labored 
toward, that result will be heartily wel- 
comeu by the people of this country.”’ 

The Daily Chronicle says: 

“Frankly we couid see no possibility of 
European recovery so long as M. Poin- 
caré continued to dominate France. We 
do not believe any British Prime Min- 
ister of any party could have success- 
fully negotiated a lasting settlement so 
long as Poincaré was Premier. There- 
fore we are bound to welcome a change 
in leadership, being anxious to restore 
the old friendship with France and pro- 
mote with her help real peace and new 
order in Europe.”’ 

The Westminster Gazette says: 

“An important phase of French poli- 
tics is at an end.

‘“‘We wish it were possible to say that 
these elections. were a clear declaration 
that the people of France were opposed 
to the methods which gave Poincaré his 
power and influence. In a very im- 
portant sense they have gone some way 
toward destroying both. , 

“But all that is clear at’ the moment 
is that the people have asked for a} 
change of leadership, extremely embar- | 
rassing to the President, and some forin 
of a_new government capable of pro- 
pounding a policy which mony produce 
political benefits in French homes _ in- 
stead of a negative result in the Ruhr. 

The Daily Express describes Poincaré 
as a dictator and a tyrant who retained 
power by exploiting the mass of the 
people.

On the other hand, The Morning Post 
and Daily Mail see no reason to re- 
joice over M. Poincaré’s defeat. 

“If Poincaré falls,’’ says The Morn- 
ing Post, ‘‘then his fate is similar to 
that of M. Venizelos, the late President 
Wilson and some other statesmen who 
have been compelled to concentrate on

Filed on behalf of Moses W. Lucas 
of Portland, a brick manufacturer and 
President of the Loyal Realty Company, 
the bill alleges that a controversy 
among the officers of the corporation 
has arisen from a ‘‘a large indebted- 
ness caused by repairs and alterations’’ 
on the Klan’s Forest Avenue estate. 

A restraining order preventing activity 
of officials of the company as such 
was granted by Associate Justice Guy 
H. Sturgis. The hearing on a petition 
for a temporary infunction was set for 
Monday. 


$600,000 RAISED IN NEWARK. 


“Soft-Pedal Campalgn”’ for Hospital 
Is Succeeding. , 


Subscriptions totaling $600,000 for the 
bullding fund of the Newark Beth Is- 
rael Hospital were announced last night 
at a meeting of the Initial Rrospects 
Committee, in charge of the survey pre- 
ceding the hospital campaign, at Schary 
Manor, Newark. The largest subscrip-

SEE EXCLUSION CERTAIN 





Officials Hint at Outbursts by the 
People Now That the Elec- 
tions Are Over.

TOKIO, May 12.—The Saturday elec- 
tions have been almost completely ab- 
sorbing the attention of the public, which 
displayed an intense last-minute interest. 
The most election returns, comprising 
half of the votes, complete the defeat of 
the Seiyuhonto Party, which supports 
the Kiyoura Ministry, and victory for 
the opposition party, Kenseikai. It is 
now expected that the Kenselkai, or a 
coalition of the Seiyukai and Kenseikal, 
will come into power when the Diet con- 
venes in June, or possibly before. 

Predictions for the new Cabinet name 
Viscount Kato, leader of the Kenseikal, 
and former Minister of Foreign Affairs, 
as Premier, and Baron Shidehara, for- 
mer Ambassador to Washington, as For- 
eign Minister. 

With the defeat of the Kiyoura Minis- 
try at the polls, it was admitted in of- 
ficial circles today that the Government 


would be powerless any longer to stem 
the resentment of public opinion con- 
cerning the immigration bill, and offi- 
cials expressed the fear that popular 
agitation might result within a few days, 
when public interest in the elections was 
over. The Government, it was said, 
will do everything possible to prevent 
any violence or acts of disorder. 

When the news of the rejection by the 
House of the proposal to make exclusion 
effective March 1, 1925, reached Tokio, 
the Japanese Government was already 
making plans for the negotiation of a 
new treaty, and Baron Matsui had sum- 
moned Baron Shidehara, former Ambas- 
sador to Washington, and Messrs. Sa- 
buri and Yoshida, formerly with the em- 
bassy at Washington, to advise the For- 
eign Office in the preparatory work. 

Whatever effect the enactment of the 
immigration bill will have on the future 
relatons between the United States and 
Japan, and upon trade between the two 
countries, it is certain to nullify the 
spirit of friendly cooperation which was 
the outcome of the Washington confer- 
ence. While Baron Matsui has stated 
that Japan has no intention of violating 
treaty obligations, irrespective of the 
American action, it is generally felt that 
America is no longer a friendly neighbor 
with whom Japan can cooperate in the 
execution of treaty obligations. 

The decision\ of the joint conference 
of the House and Senate, supporting the 
first decision to make the exclusion 
clause effective July 1, has shattered 
all hopes here of a possible adjustment 
which would avoid offending 
sensibilities. Although it now seems in-s 
evitable that the exclusion clause will 
become a law whether President Cool- 
tdge signs the bill or vetoes it, since it 
is believed that Congress would pass it 
again over the head of the President, 
some hope is maintained that Mr. Cool- 
idge will veto the bill if only for the 
moral support it would seem to give 
Japan. 





Opposition Majority Increases, 


TOKIO, May 12 (Associated Press).— 
With an opposition victory, virtually a 
landslide, assured, attention is focusing | 
on Premier Kiyoura's intentions. Min- 
ister Mizuno, who fs urging the Premier 
to hold on to office, was closeted with 


Marquis Saionji, an elder. statesman, 
this morning and was understood to 


have asked him to approve of another 
dissolution of the Diet. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that the aged autocrat 
will dare to countenance such a move 
in face of the proved unpopularity of 
the Kiyoura Cabinet. 

The election results late this evening 


follow : - 

Kenseikal, 142; Selyukai, 89; Ka- 
kushin Club, 29; Selyuhanto, 102; Busi- 
ness Men, 9; Independents, 54. 

The Kenseikai will certainly be the 
largest party in the new House, even 
if the Selyuhonto captures all the re- 
maining thirty-nine seats. 

The figures show that the Government 
suffered the most crushing defeat re- 
ceived by any Cabinet in the last quar- 
ter of a century. Whereas, as a rule 
the Government nearly always wins, 
in this case Kiyoura, by resorting to dis- 
solution and a new election, not only did 
not gain, but actually lost Parliamentary 
strength. :

The first step of the new organization, 
which took the title of the Advisory 
Committee for the Conservation of 
Parks, was to vote in favor of holding 
@ great mass meeting to protest against 
the proposed war memorial and art 
centre encroachments, and to give a 
demonstration of the number and power 
of those fighting to save the parks. 

Mayor Hylan was assailed for being 


the representative of the ’’microscopic 
few,’’ who favored park invasions, 
egainst the overwhelming majority of 
the people of the city who have at 
every opportunity registered their re- 
sentment against park encroachments. 
Sentiment was strongly expressed in | 


favor of the organization of a park de- 
fensa group in every Aldermanic Dis- 
trict in the city. 


“In dealing with Mayor Hylan we are | 


dealing with a man who cares nothing 
about the people and who cares nothing 
about the parks,”’ 
who was elected Chairman of the or- 
ganization; “but one thing that he does 
understand is votes. He can be made 


to understand that if he continues his 
battle for encroachments the people of 
this city, whether Democrats or Repub- 
licans, will vote him out of office.

While park defenders are seeking ways 
of limiting automobile traffic in the 
park and increasing its usefulness, the 
new Miller encroachment is intended, it 
was charged, to run a vastly increased 


automobile traffic into the park from 
Sixth Avenue. In doing this it was 
charged that Miller had absorbed a foot- 
path into the park without giving the 
slightest thought to pedestrians. He also 
was accused of erecting a large adver- 
tising sign in the park, advertising him- 
self. 

“Is this organization going to investi- 
gate this new encroachment by Borough 
President Miller?” demanded Mrs. 
Maurice R. Jacobs. ‘He is cutting a 


new road into Central Park to relieve 
traffic conditions in Sixth Avenue, with- 
out any warning, notice or permission 
so far as I am aware. Is this organiza- 
tion to take up encroachments of this 
kind?”’ 

“It is,’’ replied Chairman Roulstone. 
*“T have investigated that matter. That 
has been a most improper action on the 
part of Borough President Miller. We 
will take such action on that matter as 
the committee advises.’’ 

Promises of Support. 

The Executive Committee will be in- 
structed to take action on the Miller 
encroachment. This was afterward as- 
gerted to be in some respects the worst 
aggression that ever had been made on 
Central Park by a public official be- 
cause of its surreptitious character.

A representative ofthe Architectural 
League said that it was necessary at 
the mass meeting and at other meet- 


ings to have speakers capable of ed- 
cuating the public on what the city 
would be losing if the invaders of the 
park were successful in their schemes. 

“Every scheme to invade Central 
Park,’’ he said, “is full of specious 
arguments in its favor. On the other 
hand, it takes a careful study and con- 
templation of the whole park matter 
to see how injurious to the public in- 
terest these schemes really are. ; 

“The proposed war memorial, for in- 
stance, would not only entail occupy- 
ing the few acres that have been sug- 
gested for its use, but it would involve 
ultimately the destruction of a great 
part of the park. It would need grounds 
and approaches which would require a 
vast acreage and Central Park is really 
about the last place for such a thing. 
The site for the memorial should be a 
very much more accessible and more 
frequented place. The Are de Triomphe, 
the greatest of all war memorials, is 
in the most conspicuous place in Paris. 
Such a place in New York City is 
where this memorial ought to be, not in 
Central Park, where it is inaccessibie 
and far removed either from the sub- 
way or elevated.’’ 

Mr. Roulstone said there were three 
methods of procedure—mass meetings, 
taxpayers’ suits and the ballot. He sug- 
gested that all three be used and that 
the organization be shaped so that it 
might, if necessary, be able to show a 
formidable power with the ballot. He 
said that a strong sentiment was being 
aroused against park encroachments 
which would not tolerate officials who 
were guilty in this matter.

A vote was then taken in favor of 
organizing the Advisory Committee for 
the Conservation of Parks to unite all 
the organizations of -the city that are 


opposed to park invasions. 

The committee was so organized that 
it «ould be possible, on the first alarm, 
to notify most of the leading civic and 


}new menace or of some fresh develop- 


ment in relation to an old menace. 


“The purpose ts," sald Chairman 
Roulstone, ‘‘that, when these organiza- 
tions want to make their force felt, 
they can strike as a unit.’’ 

Albert S. Bard, representing the Citi- 
zens Union, said that his organization 
was preparing large plans regarding 
Central Park, with the purpose of put- 
ting the city’s great breathing space 
back to its original uses. ‘‘We favor 
the engire exclusion of automobiles from 
Central Park, and the turning of the 


park back to what it was in the first 
place—a refuge for the citizens of New 
York City,” he said. 

The proposal was then made to organ- 


ize permanent park defense organiza- 
tions in all the sixty-five Aldermanic 
districts. Several speakers favored it. 
Mrs. Wilmerding objected to it on the 
ground that it would appear to be taking 
the park defense into politics. The 
question of district organizations was 
|then left to the Executive Committee 
and to future meetings. 

Mr. Roulstone said that a careful ex- 
amination of the new Home Rule bill 
was comforting to park defenders, be- 
cause it did not permit the city autheri- 
ties to raid the parks at will, and 


park encroachment schemes would have 
to be submitted to the voters at a ref- 
erendum.

Calles and Flores Enter Into an 
Active Campaign for 
Election in July. 
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MEXICO CITY, May 12.—Speaking of 
the Lamont-de la Huerta debt settle- 
ment today, President Obregon said: 

“Time has shown that the fear I had 
that the ax-Secretary. of the Treasury 
(de la Huerta) was working along false 
lines was well founded. Unfortunately, 
the fears that I have publicly expressed 
on many occasions have been converted 
into sad reality, aggravated by the re- 
volt of the ex-Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. "Whe gradual separation of de la 
Huerta from the, Government was 
caused by the fact that a numiber of 
times I called his attention to the fact 
that he had caused me to become a 
party to an agreement of great impor- 
tance through information which was 
untrue. Througe notes lately published, 
the public knows the complete history 
of the treaties of de la Huerta and 
Lamont. I wish to say that I will not 
try to evade responsibilities which are 
mine as the Chief Executive power of 
the nation in an affair of such impor- 
tance for the future of our country, 
having placed such confidence in de la 


Huerta, more confidence that should 
have been placed, according to his 
abilities. 

“I do not believe that de la Huerta 
acted in bad faith, but he was im- 
pressed by verbal offers that he received 
to such an extent that hé assumed all 
responsibility and accepted information 
which did not have a solid basis, believ- 
ing that he could later satisfy my in- 
structions through the generosity of our 
creditors. 

“The executive in my charge estab- 
lished as the fundamental base of re- 
newal of payment on the debt the eco- 
nomic rehabilitation of Mexico, the only 
form in my conception that would permit 
our country to comply loyalty with in- 
herent pledges of the convention. 

‘*x-Secretary de la Huerta violated 
the instructions he received, which were 


often repeated in telegrams. The ex- 
Secretary, in a message datel July 3, 


stated that he had been guaranteed a 
base for the establishment of a bank. 
This was untrue, and with this false 
information he secured the authoriza- 
tion of the Executive for acceptance of 
the convention,”’ 

General Calles, candidate for the 
Presidency, is making a swing around 
the Central States of Mexico. He ar- 
rived at the capital of Michoacan on 
Sunday, where he delivered a speech 
stating that the entire public was sup- 
porting him. He said the agrarian pro- 
gram had been approved by the people 
and he would continue the partition of 
Par- 
tition of the land meant economic in- 
dependence for all, he said, 

General Flores, the opposing candi- 
date, held his first public meeting in 
Mexico on Sunday. He protested sol- 
emnly that his followers would sustain 
revolutionary principles. 

Mexicans are taking a great interest 
in the approaching elections. Land 
owners and business men have decided 
to back Flores with funds. One section 
of the Workingmen’s Party, known as 
the Reos or the Conservative wing, will 
also back Flores. A number of small 
independent farmers have also come out 
for the ‘Conservative candidate, while 
the Catholic Party as a body is behind 
him. General Calles is backéd by the 
radical elements, all kinds of radical 
laborers, agraristas and such revolution- 
ists as Soto Gama, Luis Leon and Fabio 
Altamirano, all well-known leaders of 
the agrarista movement. The strength 
of Calles lies in the uneducated land 
workers and organizations of working 
men who lean to extreme theories, 

Many rumors are afloat around Mex- 
ico City. Many people assure you that 
the elections will be peaceful, but that 
when Congress meets to count the ballots, 
then Mexico will again be in turmoil. 
Others say that election day will never 
arrive, as trouble will start before the 
first Sunday in July. It is generally 








belleved General Calles will be elected 
and will take the chair, but it is said 
he will then face serious trouble. 

Well-informed Mexicans believe the 
first test of the new Govérnment will 
come immediately after the oath of of- 
fice is taken by General Calles on Dec, 
1. They say that there is no such thing 
as a exican army; it is Obregon’s 
army today and is absolutely loyal to 
President Obregon, but it is questioned 
whether this same army will give its 
loyalty to General Calles. 

A second fase is that the next 
President will find the Treasury in bad 
shape owing to heavy expenses of the 
preceding Government and also facing 
heavy payments on old debts. This 
test of ahe ability of. the new President 
tu meet conditions it is believed will 
make or break the Calles Government 
within a few weeks. If the new Presi- 
dent overcomes the shortage of funds 
and succeeds in winning the loyalty of 
the soldiers, the Calles, or radical, Gov- 
ernment will last, Mexicans believe. If 
he fails, then Mexico will agath see 
bloodshed, 


MAYCOTTE’S DEATH REPORTED 


Rebel Leader Said to Have Been 
Tried and Executed.

MEXICO CITY, May 12,—General 
Maycotte, one of the chief leaders of the 
rebels, was tried and executed this aft- 
ernoon in Oaxaca, according to a report 
received here. General Fazrisa, well 
known ir the American colony, is re- 
ported killed in action in Guerrero, 
Federal forces are preparing for an 
attack on Frontera. General Francisco 
Serrano, Minister of War, is taking per- 
sonal command of the movement. 
The territory of Quintana Roo has 
been occupied by Federal forces and the 


entire peninsula of Yucatan is now un- 
der Federal control. 

The two sections of the republic still 
disturbed by the rebel movement are 
the northern States of Durango and 
Chihauhau and the southern States of 
Chiapas, Tabasco and Campeche. The 
rest of the republic, with the exception 
of scattered bands, is quiet and the de 
la Huerta revolt is considered ended. 


FIRST STATE BONUS 
IS SENT TO VETERAN 


Check for $150 to Rensselaer Ap- 
plicant Leads Initial 100 
Issued. 





ALBANY, May 12.—Raymond C. Clark 
of Rensselaer will be the first New 
York State World War veteran to 
receive a bonus check under the re- 
cently enacted law. His check for $150, 
the maximum which any veteran may 
receive, was the first of one hundred 
payments mailed from the Bonus Com- 
mission headquarters here today. 

Of the hundred checks, fifty-two will 
go to the Norwich (N. Y.) Post of the 
American Legion, which was the first 
group in the State to file all of its 
blanks. Thirty-three of the Norwich 
veterans indicated that they wished to 


devote a portion of their payments to 
the veterans’ mountain camp at Tupper 
Lake, N. Y 

The first mail received at commission 
headquarters today consisted of twenty 
bags of letters, of which 900 were reg- 
istered. Arrangements were made at a 
meeting of the commission to engage 
mail clerks for two nights to sort over 
mail received late each day, so that a 
twenty-four hour service could be main- 
tained and every effort made to ex- 
pedite the handing of the thousands 
of applications which are expected with- 
in the next few days.

ANSWER TO CLAIM OF VOTES 





Underwood’s Supporters to Ask for 
Anti-Klan Plank in the Demo- 
cratlc Platform.

CHICAGO, May 12.—George E. Bren- 
nan today challenged the McAdoo forces 


to go on record in favor of the repeal 
of the Democratic convention rule re- 
uliring a two-third majority for a Presi- 
ential nomination, 

This was his answer to the latest and 
biggest claim made by. the McAdoo man- 
ager, David Ladd Rockwell, who at 
Nashville issued a statement asserting 
that at New York McAdoo will havé 
“64814 votes, or over 100 more than a 
majority of the convention.” 

In itself Brennan’s declaration in favor 
of repealing the léng standing Dem- 
ocratic rule was a surprise. It was an 
unqualified declaration for majority rule 
based upon his conclusion that the ‘old 
safeguard against minority domination 
is no longer necessary and his belief that 
this year its chief effect will be to de- 
feat the will of the majority. 

“Tf the figures cited by Mr. Rockwell, 
speaking for Mr. McAdoo, are correct,”’ 
he said, ‘‘Mr. McAdoo's friends should 
insist upon the repeal of the two-thirds 
rule. 

“That measure came into being in the 
days when any State convention or any 
State delegation, by majority vote, could 
adopt the unit rule, thereby silencing 
the delegates in the minority from that 
State. 

“Since that time Illinois and many 
other large States have acceptec the 
direct primary system under which each 
delegate determines his vote for himself. 
In those States there is no longer any 
possibility of adoption of the unit rule. 

‘“‘Under the two-thirds rule a minority 
consisting. of only slightly more than 
one-third can frustrate the will of the 
majority. Illinois favors putting an end 
to that situation and any campaign 
manager who asserts a majority for his 
candidate must, to be consistent, voice a 
demand for repeal of the two-thirds rule.

WASHINGTON, May 12.—Plans to 
carry the fight against the Ku Klux 
Klan to the floor of the Democratic 
National Convention were announced 
here today by supporters of Senator 
Oscar Underwood in his campaign for 
the Presidential nomination.

INDIANA FACES KLAN ISSUE. | 


Democrats Urge Open Fight on Re- 


publicans as Ku Kiux Party. 


INDIANAPOLIS, May 12.—When the 
Democrats of Indiana meet in State con- 
vention June 4 and 5, to nominate a can- 
didate for Governor, they apparently will 
be confronted with the question of mak- 
ing an open fight against the Ku Klux 
Klan in the Fall campaign. The two 
leading candidates for the nomination 
have expressed opposition to the Klan. 
The Republicans in last Tuesday's pri- 
mary gave a majority to Edward Jack- 
son, who was conceded to have strong 
Klan support. 

Dr. C. B. McCulloch, who led the eight 
contestants for the Democratic nomina- 
tion, issued a statement declaring that 
the Republican Party in Indiana has 
been captured by the Klan and there“ore 
the Democratic party must ‘‘make a 
fight for the purity of the courts, the 
supremacy of the law, and the right to 
worship according to conscience.’’ 
George R. Durgan, runner-up in the 
Democratic primary, made his fight for 
the nomination as an anti-Klansman. 





Foley’s candidacy, belief was expressed 
by the “Old Guard’’ leaders that the 
latter’s election would take place as 
planned with very little opposition. 
Complete confidence was expressed that 
the matter would be settled before 
Thursday. So certain were some of the 
members of the Executive Committee 
that they discussed openly the method 
of approach to get Judge Foley's con- 
sent and the details of the election. 


Foley Backed to Aid Smith, 


It was thought at first that a com- 
mittee, probably the Committee of 
Seven, might be deputized to wait on 
Judge Foley, but later it was said the 
Committee of Seven probably would be 
able to obtain information as to whether 
the Surrogate would accept the leader- 


ship before submitting its recommenda- 

tion to the Executive Committee. The 
ae opinion in Tammany was that 
udge Foley would accept. 

General desire to do everything possi- 
ble to promote Governor Smith’s boom 
for the Democratic nomination for Pres- 
ident was said to have been the deter- 
mining factor in getting Judge Foley 
to consider the leadership and in allay- 
ing the opposition to his election. 

ne district leader after another was 
won to the support of Judge Foley by 
the plea that the Surrogate’s election 
would increase Governor Smith's Presi- 
dential chances by strengthening Tam- 
many among independent Democrats, 
and that Judge Foley, a member of Mr. 
Murphy’s family by marriage, knew bet- 
ter than any one else the plans of the 
dead chieftain. for bringing about Gov- 
ernor Smith’s nomination, and therefore 
was best qualified to take over the lead- 
ership of Tammany in the present emer- 
gency. 

Prominent members of the dominant 
group in Tammany, including former 
Sheriff Thomas F. Foley, Frank J. Good- 
win, Chairman of the Committee of 
Seven, and William Allen, Chairman of 
the Executive Committee, were said to 
have won over virtually the last of the 
recalcitrants, except Curry, on Sunday. 
While it was said that this group could 
undoubtedly have forced Judge Foley's 
election a week ago, the appointment of 
the Committee of Seven brought about a 
delay in the election which made possi- 
ble electioneering to bring about a vir- 
tual onewty in the Executive Commit- 
tee that was then lacking. 

Although it was said that Tammany 
as an organization had received no word 
from Judge Foley and would not until 
the Committee of Seven completed its 
canvass, there were indications that in- 
dividual members of Tammany were 
convinced he would accept.

said that Tammany would not seek to 
force a quarrel upon either the Mayor 
or Mr. Hearst. It was explained that 
Governor Smith’s candidacy for the 
Presidency was the primary considera- 
tion at present and that, while any op- 
position to the Smith movement by the 
Mayor or Mr. Hearst would be resented, 
there would be no attempt to imperil 
party success at the Mayoralty election 
next year by any premature break with 
either that could be avoided.

Their Gov- 
ernments having agreed to this diver- 
sion, they are estopped from complain- 
ing.’’ '

sion and it was now merely an internal

Airplane No. 4, the New Orleans, Lieu- 
tenant Erik H. Nelson, pilot; Second 
Lieutenant John Harding Jr., Air Ser- 
vice Reserve Corps, master sergeant, 
Air Service, United States Army, me- 
chanic.

Chuchin Talks of Forgeries. 


The head of the Soviet Philatelic De- 


partment, M. Chuchin, asked me to give 
the following message to American col- 
lectors: 

“My office is not out to make a profit, 
but to act, first, as a medium between 
Russian philatelists. and those abroad, 
secondly, to protect both parties from 
exploitation by forgers or unscrupulous 
dealers and generally to maintain the 
standing of and foster the interest in 
Russian stamps. We have appointed 
representatives of different counfties in 
Europe, like Mr. Sherman in America, 
to cooperate with us in repressing these 
abuses and in circulating our new cata- 
logue of all authentic issues in Russia 
and an additional list of such forgeries 
as come to our attention.”’ 

M. -Chuchin produced a big album 
in whilu wic fo. yeres Were pasted De- 
side the genuine issues. 

“The foreign market,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
full of fakes, mostly originating in Italy, 
Austria and Germany. Here are four 
sets of Soviet stamps, quite authentic 
but with a red surcharge, two crossed 
swords and a Phrygian liberty cap. We 
never made sucn a surcharge, which is 
the work of German forgers. Then 
there is a whole series of alleged White 
general stamps with Russian ttoes, 
‘Forward to the Wails of the Kremiin!’ 
or ‘Russians together for faith and 
Fatherland!’ hopelessly misspelled. They 
call Kornilof ‘Korailof,’ Denikin ‘Deai- 
kia,’ &c.; yet Austrian forgers netted 
big profits from the sales, and foreign- 
ers go around saying the unprincipled 
Soviet Government is reprinting these 
issues. Here again is a really beauti- 
ful series of impressionistic hunger- 
stamps widely sold in Europe by an 
Italian firm as issued in Odessa during 
the famine of 1921. One represents a 
——~< Madonna, which hardly accords 
with olshevist ideas; but that does 
not seem to hinder its purchase by for- 
eign collectors.’’ 

“See this ingenious fake: a series of 
a dozen stamps surcharged with a 
proclamation by ‘the Workers’ and Peas- 
ants’ Soviet,’ announcing the abdication 
of the Czar, Marcn 17.

FOREIGN DEBTS UP IN HOUSE 


Their Status Asked as Funding of 
Hungary’s $1,685,000 Is Passed. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—A bill to au- 
thorize the funding over a sixty-two- 
year period of Hungary’s $1,685,000 debt 
to the United States, as negotiated by 
the Debt Commission, was passed today 
oy the House and sent to the Senate. 

he money was advanced to relieve 
famine conditions in Hungary after the 
armistice. 

Representative Crisp, Democrat, of 
Georgia, a member of the Debt Com- 
mission, who brought up the bill, was 
asked by Representative Abernathy, 
Democrat, of North Carolina, what steps 
were being taken to get France and 
other creditor nations to arrange for re- 
payment to the United States of their 
war loans.

According to Dr. Young, this region is 
one of the stormiest places in Alaska, 
if not in the world. e mountains are 
rugged and treeless and rise to from 
3,0 to 5,000 feet on elther side of 
Shelikoff Strait, which he says makes a 


long draw for the wind. 

“Major Martin evidently took the 
route over the mountains,” said Dr. 
Young, ‘‘thinking he could shorten his 


journey and avoid the bend in the Be- 
ring Sea. Thé disaster to his plane may 
have been the result of mistaken judg- 
ment or perhaps he was forced out that 
way by the wind. 

“IT know Major Martin consulted Cap- 
tain Johansen about the route along the 
Alaskan yee before I left Juneau. 
Captain Johansen commands the Star, 
a steamer which plies between Seward 
and Unalaska, and he knows something 
of the flerce winds in that region.”’ 

Dr Young went on to describe the 
heavy fogs of the region, and how eas 
it would be for an airplane in the thic 
weather to crash againgt the high rocks. 
‘‘Moat of this mountair? ridge, however,” 
he went on to say, “has high shoul- 
ders, and of course the fact is not dis- 
closed in the dispatches whether Major 
Martin attempted to descend upon one 
of these shoulders.

Town Hall Meeting Launches 
Move for Better Understanding 
Between Jew and Gentile. 








SPEAKERS DENOUNCE FORD 





Manufacturer Called ‘Anti-Semitic 
Apostle of the Demoralizing Ele- 
ments in European Countries.’ 





How to bring about a better under- 
standing among Americans, regardless 
of creed, and how to combat religious 
prejudice, was the subject discussed last 
night at the opening of the forum under 
the auspices of The Jewish Tribune, 
held at the Town Hall and largely at- 
tended. 

The gentile prejudice against the Jew 
was one of the problems stressed at the 
meeting. It was proposed by one speak- 
er’ that’ the accredited representatives 
of Jews and Gentiles meet in a con- 
clave, as the nations met at Versailles, 
and call a truce to an age-old quarrel. 

Herman Bernstein, editor of The Jew- 
ish Tribune, presided, and among those 
who participated in the discussion were 
Dr. Nathan Krass, Dr. Charles 
Fleischer, Jonah J. Goldstein, Dr. Joel 
Blau, David N. Mosessohn and Norman 
Hapgood. 

“Anti-Semitism has been imported into 
this country from Russia and Ger- 
many, said Mr. Bernstein at the open- 
ing. ‘Henry Ford has put it on the 


American market and still is the main 
distributor in this country. But Ford 
is merely a symptom of the disease of 
unrest and hate that has been brought 
to America. He has become the anti- 
Semitic ‘apostle’ of the demoralized and 
the demoralizing monarchistic elements 
in European countries, particularly in 
eee, Germany, Hungary and Ru- 
mania. 


Sees Growing Feeling Against Jews. 


“The poison of anti-Semitisn: is 
spreading also in this country, I am not 
referring to social discrimination. If 
Jews are not welcome in certain clubs 
or hotels, I say that no self-respecting 
Jews sh6uld try to join such clubs or 
patronize such hotels. 

“There are multitudes of Jewish young 
men and women who find discrimina- 
tion when they are looking for work. It 
is unwise to close our eyes to this dread- 
ful situation. It is a condition that 
must be faced and that can be remedied 
by education. 

“A wave of chauvinistic reaction is 
sweeping over America. The founda- 
tions of American democracy are being 
undermined by short-sighted policies 
that bear the stamp of Old World preju- 
dices, hatreds and bigotry. America is 
shutting its doors to those who desire 
to come here in quest of a home or 
work. The immigrants of yesterday are 
barring the immigrants of today. Ford- 
ism, Nordism and Klannism are poison- 
ing traditional Americanism.’’ 

Dr. Krass declared that the time to 
sow the seeds of better understanding 
between the gentile and the Jew is in 
early childhood and adolescence. 

“It is very practical and simple to 
teach in all the religious schools con- 
nected with the churches, synagogues 
and other religious institutions of our 
land, the gospel that all men are chil- 
dren of God, regardless of race or 
creed,”’ said Dr. Krass. “‘If this lesson 
were inoculated from the lowest class 
to the highest, and continued from time 
to time in the sermons preached, I am 
confident that in a generation there 
would be a remarkable decrease of 
prejudice and a splendid feeling of bet- 
ter understanding among the various re- 
ligious and racial groups in our land,” 


The Views of a Boston Man, 


“The God of America must be sad- 
dened by the sight of the mutual an- 
tagonisms of white and black, of gentile 
and Jew, of Catholic and Protestant,” 
said Charles Fleischer of Boston. 

It was Dr. Joel Blau who spoke of 
a conclave to solve the problem of 


anti-Jewish prejudice. ‘‘The Jew can- 
not continue to live in the shadow of 
the world’s hatred and maintain his 
self-respect,’"” said Dr. Blau. ‘‘While 
not fearing the destruction of the Jew, 
I fear the breaking down of his morale. 
As for the Gentile, I would try to 
educate him to an understanding of 
Jewish character, not by fawning upon 
him, but by insisting that the Jew be 
just himself.”’ 

Seay of legislation, Dr. Blau con- 
tinued: ‘‘I wonder if the dominant polit- 
ical parties, which were the first to 
write into the statute books of America 
the principle of race discrimination, 
upon which the restriction of immigra- 
tion is based, will have the moral cour- 
age to atone for their sin against the 
spirit of America by writing into their 
pre-election platform a plank strongly 
condemning the Ku Klux Klan.” 

Jonah J. Goldstein declared that 
neither as Jews, humans nor Americans 
should they compromise privileges. He 
referred to the persecution of the Jews 
under czardom in 1880, an act which de- 
stroyed that régime, as a eee to 
anybody inclined to think in the light 
of the K. K. K. He urged the assembly 
to live up to the principles of the Ten 
Commandments, and to the basic princi- 
ples of the Constitution of the United 
States, “by deed, by act, by our very 
existence.”’

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FATHER ENDS HIS LIFE 
AS GIRL ACCUSES HIM 


Shoots Himself When Daughter 
Says He Taught Her to Rob 
~ Adopted Parents. 








, An instant after he had overheard his 
twelve-year old daughter, Emily, stand- 
ing only a few feet away from him in 
the Hamilton Avenue Police Station, ac- 
cuse him last night of having urged her 
to commit a series of small thefts, Albert 
Charlson, 41 years old, of 4,309 Third 
Avenue Brooklyn, whipped out a re- 
volver and sent a bullet through his 
right temple. He died at the Long 
Island College Hospital shortly after 
midnight. 

According to the police, Charlson, 
vpon the death of his wife several years 
ago, committed two of his children to 
an orphan’s asylum and the third one, 


Emily, his favorite, he entrusted to the 
care of Mr. and Mrs. Kristian Kristian- 
sen, an aged childless couple, who had 
been life-long friends of the Charisons. 
It was only last week that the Kris- 
tiansens’, through the help of an in- 
termediary, Albert Christiansen, an 
agent of the Children’s cnr: 125 
Schermerhorn Street, Brooklyn, legally 
adopted Emily. 

The father of the girl, however, con- 
tinued his visits to his daughter at the 
Kristiansen home, 72 Second Place 
Brooklyn, and the couple noticed that 
for about a month and after each visit 
small sums of money were missing from 
the house. They began to sus t the 
father of inducing Emily to steal during 
his periodic visits and as Charlson was 
expected last night, Christiansen, the 
Children’s Society agent, was requested 
to question him. When this was done, 
however, and the stolen money was still 
unexplained, Emily, her father, her 
foster parents and Christiansen went to 
the Hamilton Avenue Police Station to 
settle the difficulty in an official man- 
ner. 

It was here that Detective Vincent 
Giordano took Emily to one side and 
learned how the girl’s father, destitute 
and out of work, had urged her to take 
the money, $115 in all. 

Emily became hysterical after the 
shooting and Giordano hurried her from 
the scene for an automobile ride, hhop- 
ing to make her forget the tragedy in 
which she had just figured.

LAW A “MISERABLE JOKE” 





Declares State Will Find It Out 
When Attempt Is Made to Enjoin 
“Real Big Concern.”

Speaking last night before the New 
York State Society of Certified Account- 
ants at the Waldorf-Astoria, District 
Attorney Joab H. Banton said that the 
records of his office would show that so- 
called reputable brokers in Wall Street 
manipulated the prices of securities of 
one corporation so that they were able 
to unload upon the public to the “‘tune 
of $14,000,000," and then, he said, the 
corporation failed. If he had prosecuted 
bucket shops and illegal brokers right 
and left, he said, he would have 
“‘wrecked financial New York,’’ which 
caused him to adopt a policy of watch- 
ful waiting, which has had its results. 

In Mr. Banton’s opinion speedy trials 
and the certainty of punishment would 
do more than anything else in the way of 
law enforcement. ‘Efficient administra- 
tion of the law is best guaranteed when 
the agencies of enforcement are limited 
to trained judicial officers,’’ he said. 
“A criminal cannot fool three Judges, 
but he maw fool one of twelve jurors.’’ 
In his address he said: 

“The figures that i shall give are 
startling, and yet my authority for the 
sale of spurious securities is the De- 
partment of Justice, and my authority 
for. brokerage failures is the records in 
this country. Over $3,000,000,000 has 
been stolen from the people of this coun- 
try since the close of the war through 
the sale of spurious securities. 

“Something like 200 brokers failed in 
three years. Of this number, eighty- 
nine had some standing in this commu- 
nity. The total liabilities of this eighty- 
nine were $116,000,000. Their total as- 
sets were less than 10 per cent. of their 
liabilities. These assets usually were 
consumed in the expenses of liquidation 
in the bankruptcy courts, and hence it 
may be said that considerably more 
than $100,000,000 had been stolen from 
the people by these corrupt brokers. 
That we have convicted more than 
forty-five of this number and have 
many of them in prison does not restore 
the lost money to their customers. 

“I am watching anxiously for the At- 
torney General to attempt to enjoin 
some big steck brokerage house, for 
then he and all the world will learn 
what a miserable joke tais law is as re- 
gards bucketing and kindred crimes, be- 
cause as soon as he attempts to enjoin a 
real big concern he will find that some 
real big lawyers will come into cogrt 
and tell the Court that the power of in- 
junction is limited to fraudulent prac- 
tice and not to the general transaction 
of business, 

“Witness the triumph and 
one Rabiner, who was convicted, on his 
plea of guilty, of hypothecating securi- 
ties of his customer, Can anybody ever 
imagine that Rabiner could obtain from 
the State Superintendent of Banks a 
license to do business as a broker? Yet 
he can go into Wall Street and become 
a broker. It seems to me about time 
that the decent, self-respecting brokers 
arose and demanded that the Board of 
Governors of the New York Stock Ex- 
change cooperate with the legislative au- 
thorities to the end that laws may be 
enacted that will prevent crooks from 
becoming brokers."’

WASHINGTON, May 12.—In a letter 
addressed by Prince Gelasio Caetani, the 
Italian Ambassador, to Representative 
Emanue Celler of New York, concerning

strictive immigration, and thanks him 
especially ‘‘for the frank and open po- 
sition that you have taken in upholding 
the dignity of my race.”’ | 

Mr. Celler and others who fought the |

criminated against the peoples of South- | 
ern Europe, notably Italians, in favor | 
of immigrants from Northern Europe 
and the British Isles. 

Prince Caetani’s letter contains no 
‘criticism of those who supported the 
mecsure. 

Copies of Prince Caetani’s letter have 
been forwarded by Representative Celler 
to a number of Italian newspapers. In 
an accompanying letter Mr. Celler di- 
rects attention to the Rome conference 
on immigration and expresses the hope 
that it will have the ‘effect of softening 
“our hitherto harsh attitude toward 
Italian immigration.’’ He says in part: 

“Don Gelasio Caetani speaks of an in- 
ternational conference of immigration 
and emigration to be held under the 
auspices of the Italian Government at 
Rome, May 15. 

“I am sure a great deal of good will 
come out of this interchange, which is 
to be technical rather than diplomatic 
in character. I fervently hope that re- 
sults of this conference will be the soft- 
ening of our hitherto harsh attitude to- 
ward Italian immigration. It is not 
passing strange that the conference is 
summoned by that very Government | 
against whose nationals the immigra-| 
tion law recently passed by Congress 
bears most heavily. 

“IT say with a great deal of pride that 
I voted against this unjust bill, which 
for neither rhyme nor reason reduced 
the Italian quota toepractically a neg- 
ligible figure.

LONDON, May 12.—Queen Marie of 
Rumania came back to England today 
tu pay a State visit to her grandmoth- 
er’s old home, Buckingham Palace, and 
the welcome she received was truly Vic- 
torian in its splendor. 

Battalions of brilliantly uniformed 
troops and mounted bands lined the 
route from Victoria Station to the pal- 
ace, Behind the soldiers surged thou- 
sands of pageant-loving Londoners, en- 
thusiastically saluting and decorously 


cheering. 
King Ferdinand, very much like King 
George, in military uniform and trim 


gray beard, rode in the front carriage, 
followed by Queen Mary and Queen 
Marie. 

Queen Marie wore a wine-red fur- 
trimmed cloak with a small red and 
black hat pushed close down upon her 
head. She seemed a vivacious, friendly 
sort of person beside the stately, digni- 
fied Queen of England, who was dressed 
in a silver-tissue brocade coat and her 
usual upstanding gray toque. 

After introductions at the palace, 
Queen Marie donned a gown of more 
sombre hue and with King Ferdinand 
went to Whitehall, where they laid a 
wreath on the cenotaph. 

King George and Queen, Mary gave 
a brilliant state banquet at Bucking- 
ham Palace tonight to honor the Ru- 
manian rulers. The 150 guests included 
most of the royal personages now in 
London. Guests from diplomatic circles 
included Ambassador and Mrs. Kellogg.

The first batch of 
officers to enforce the prohibition legis- 
lation were all spoilsmen, that is, were 
appointed by members of the Senate 
and House of Representatives in their 
personal or party interests; and inevit- 
ably a large proportion of the men so 
appointed turned out to be either 
morally or mentally incompetent. 

“TI venture to add to these statements 
of opinion the following prophecy: 
Neither the Republican nor the Demo- 
cratic Party will venture to put a ‘wet’ 
plank into its party platform at the 
coming Presidential election.

‘"The practical method,’’ he said, ‘‘is 
to continue the education of public 
opinion in order that public opinion may 
work upon the two political organiza- 
tions and upon those who are elected 
to Congress and the State legislatures.

Conference Laughs Down Reso- 
lution Inviting Him to De- 
bate Dry Issue. 








SEEKING TO OUTLAW WAR 





Delegates Favor Action on Plan to 
Make Senatorial Candidates 
Commit Themselves.

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., May 12.—The 
Rev. Dr. William W. Moore of Baraboo, 
Wis., offered a resolution today before 
the Quadrennial General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, urging 
Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler’ to accept 
an invitation to come to Springfield and 
engage in a debate on the prohibition 
ssue. 

Dr. Moore's resolution was as follows: 

“Whereas the Eighteenth Amendment 
has been attacked upon’ moral grounds 
by the President of Columbia University, 
who avowedly. seeks the aid of the moral 
and religious forces of the nation in ef- 
fecting the proper solution of the tem- 
perance problem; and 

“Whereas the above gentleman has 
been invited to debate the prohibition 
issue before the General Conference by 
the representatives of our Board of 
Prohibition and Public Morals; there- 
fore be it 

“Resolved, first, That we desire any 
light that this distinguished educator 
might be able to throw upon the subject 
of national morality, and we urge him to 
consider favorably the invitation to de- 
bate before the General Conference at 
an early date, pledging him that we will 
do our uttermost to a ee our program 
to his convenience, and that he will be 
given a respectful hearing by an audi- 
ence of 3,000: more or less. 

“Furthermore be it resolved, That 
without further enlightment we must 
consider his statements grievously in 
error and repeatedly, insist that he, 
holding these convictions and having 
made these serious charges against the 
Highteenth Amendment, is in a pecullar 
way obligated to place his arguments 
beside those of the proponents of pro- 
hibition, that the General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church and the 
public generally may consider the re- 
spective merits of each, and in failury 
to do this he jeopardizes faith in his 
sincerity within the moral and religious 
groups whose cooperation he solicits.’’ 

































































Consideration Is Refused. 


There was a general laugh when the 
resolution was read, and consideration 
was refused, the explanation given after 
the session being that the Butler issue 
was already before the Committee on 
Temperance, and further action by the 
Conference as a whole until that com- 
mittee had reported would be useless. 

es that there had been revealed 
“certain un-American forces at work 
in the halls of Congress’" were made in 
the preamble of a resolution which was 
referred to the Book Committee. This

Report Urges House to Pass 
Measure for Automatic Inde- 


pendence in 20 Years.

Insular Committee Believes Fair- 
fleld Bill Would End Turmoil 


Over Islands. 


Special to The New York Times, 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The bill, 
providing for the creation of a common- 
wealth Government in the Philippines, 
and that on the expiration of the com- 
Monwealth in twenty years the islands | 
shall be recognized as a member of | 
the family of nations, was formally | 
presented to the House today by Rep- | 
resentative Fairfield of Indiana, Chair- | 
man of the Committee on Insular Af- | 
fairs, with a report recommending its | 
passage. | 

“Is this bill to be taken up for pas- 
sage or is it to be permitted to sleep | 
contentedly until this session of Con- 
gress expires?’ asked Representative 
Dyer of Missouri, a Republican advo- 
cate of Filipino independence. 

“I have been instructed by the com- 
mittee to. make every possible effort 
to have the bill passed,” replied Chair- 
man Fairfield, 

A special rule will be necessary to 
assure consideration of the measure. 
Mr. Fairfield is confjdent that time 
will be allowed for debate and a vote 


taken before adjournment. 

In drafting the bill reported, the In- 
sular Committee had hopes that its 
presentation would end the turmoil over 
the Phillippines question. By making 
independence aufomatic in twenty years, 
the United States would no longer be 
standing in the way of Filipino ambitions 
and if the islands, after two decades of 
self-government, resolved that they were 
more happy and prosperous as a part of 
the United States, it would devolve on 
them to start a movement to defer inde- 
pendence, the committee believes. 

“It is felt by the committee that should. 
the Philippine people desire to remain 
with the United States rather than break 
all ties, the initiative should be taken 
by that people and without any coercion 
of restraint,” said the report in explain- 
ing the elimination of the plebiscite and 
the reduction of American sovereignty 
from thirty to twenty years. 

The report continued: 

*“‘In conformity with the idea that the 
present status is neither wise nor profit- 
able and possibly fraught with danger, 
the committee has reported this bill. It 
is in line with the gradual movement 
toward further independence, providing 
a law granting further autonomy which 
by its provisions removes the occasion 
which now gives rise to friction between 
the administrative office and the Legis- 
lature. 

“There are three questions of vital in- 
terest to the stability of the country— 
currency, bonded indebtedness and for- 
eign relations. Adequate provisions are 
made for the protection of American in- 
vested capital in the Philippines. Pro- 
vision -is also made to safeguard the 
holders of Philippine bonds issued under 
the sovereignty of the United States. 

“The President of the United States 
is empowered to retain any reservation 
mecessary for the protection of this 
country in the Far East. At no time 
shall the Government of the Republic of 
the Philippines become involved with 
any foreign power whereby the inde- 
pendence of the Philippine Islands might 
be impaired.”’ 

Secretary Weeks held another confer- 
ence today with the mission, headed by 
Manuel Quezon, which is seeking legis- 
lation desired by the Filipino Independ- 
ence Party. 


FEDERAL COURT GRAFT 
IS CHARGED AT UTICA 


United States Attorney Accuses 
Commissioner Baxter of Tak- 
ing Liquor Money. 




















UTICA, N. Y., May 12.—Federal At- 
torney O. D. Burden of Syracuse today 
lodged five separate charges against 
Irving K. Baxter, United States Com- 
missioner of the Utica District. 

The Federal Attorney charged that 
Baxter accepted $50 monthly to protect 
@ restaurant keeper from arrest; that 
Baxter put into his personal bank ac- 
count the $15,000 bail supplied by Karl 
F. Symonds, accused of possessing nar- 
cotics; that Baxter gave George Batty 
money with which to carry on the busi- 
ness of buying and selling intoxicat- 
ing liquors; that Baxter made improper 
charges for services, including charges 
in accounts filed and submitted by him 
in the court; that he demanded and re- 
ceived money from persons arraigned 
before him, including sums for drawing 
bail bonds and for other official docu- 
ments for which he should not have 
charged a price. 

The return of these charges is to be 
made before Judge Cooper in the United 
States District Court at Syracuse on 
May 17. 


MRS. MAE LEEDS LOSES SUIT 


Court Directs Verdict for Mother-in- 
Law, Sued for $250,000. 


Supreme Court Justice Lydon directed 
@ verdict yesterday for Mrs. Annie §S.

Leeds, for $250,000 damages on the 
ground that her mother-in-law had

Justice Lydon then remarked: 

“There doesn’t seem to be any ques- 
tion but that in matters connected with 
this case the witness here was the only 
person who had any money, and so had 
to pay all the bills.”’

FUND TO STOP BEGGING 


Pure Milk Crusade Taken Up 


»  Abroad—Son Tells of Opera- 
L tion on His Father. 


P 

WMathan Straus for the past ten years 
has devoted all of his income and a 
sizeable part of the principal of his for- 
tune to Zionism, milk pasteurization and 
other philanthropies. Mr, Straus referred 
to his efforts in this direction in an 
address yesterday before the United 
Synagogues of America Convention at 
the Hotel Astor yesterday. 

Long since Mr. Straus had given as 
his philosophy of life: 

“It is my ambition to die a poor man, 
for then I shall be rich in happiness 
and in good works.”’ 

Little more than a clue to the scope 
and zeal with which he had put this 
into practice was given by Mr. Straus in 
his address at the Astor. There he 
merely said the appeal that public com- 
fort, health, and welfare exerted upon 
him had inspired him to ‘‘give every 
cent that I make.”’ He added, too, that 
part of the principal of his fortune had 
been likewise dedicated in the same 
direction. 

Later Mr. Straus was Interviewed at 
his home in Mamaroneck, where, while 
enlarging the point in some detail, he 
nevertheless preferred to dwell upon the 
ends accomplished rather than the means 
he had furnished toward them. 

Mr. Straus said he could not decide 
whether his work in Palestine or his 
world crusade for pure milk was the 
greater of his interests. He had labored 
for thirty-two years for milk pasteuri- 
gation, and now was advancing this 
movement on a broad scale in England 
and France. 

Zion Arouses His Enthusiasm. 


The cause of Zionism, a more recent 
philanthropy in point of years, moved 
him to enthusiasm recalled the 
strides he had found the Zionists mak- 


ing in Palestine. He had just returned 
from a several months’ visit, having } 
spent his seventy-sixth birthday in| 
Jerusalem. 

“No one 


as ne 


who has not visited there} 
recently,’’ said Mr. Straus, “has the| 
remotest idea of the wonderful improve- | 
ment presented. It is seeclnate wd 


For one thing, I found absolutely no 
dissension among the Jews and vs 
Arabs. The only trouble comes from a 


minority of ‘hot air’ people, agitators 

that one finds everywhere. They do not 

count. The Jews and the Arabs are 

in complete harmony, end the Arabs are }, 
wrofiting as much by the development of 
alestine as the Jews. 

“The most beautiful part about it is} 
that the colonists are not the so-called | 
moneyed men. The idea of money for 
itself does not exist. The spirit there 
evokes the strongest admiration.” 

Returning with some reluctance to a 
discussion of the extent of his bene- 
factions, Mr. Straus said he could not 
tell. 

“When I give,’’ Mr. Straus said, “‘I 
dismiss it from my mind. I forget it. 
I have kept no records of that sort of 
thing. I 


have no figures to give.”’ 
Reviews Welfare Work in Zion. 


He reviewed much of the social wel- 
fare work he had started in Palestine in 
1912, and said the organization, for 
which he had set aside a trust fund, was 
providing meals for 1,700 persons daily. } 
A health bureau with a _ bacteriology 
department and a pastur Institute were 
functioning importantly. 

Mr. Straus said his latest provision 
was to eliminate begging in Jerusalem. 
Scores of beggars assembled at the 
Wailing Wall, and the Zionist authori- 
ties had asked funds to provide them | 
with one meal a day. He had countered 
with an offer to provide two meals a} 
day on condition that the begging was 
stapped and that this element was ab- 
sorbed socially in some way. He said 
his proposal had just been accepted. 

Mr, Straus said he was ettempting to 
concentrate in Palestine for the present | 
in helping the c.lonists until all l ving 
etandards there had been developed to 
the full.

Says if Receiver Doesn't, , 





Will Operate Line Unless 
Courts Prevent. 


ORDERS AN INVESTIGATION 


Borough President Connolly Assails 
Harkness—Perfervid Rhetoric 
and Abuse, He Replies. 


Mayor Hylan declared yesterday that 
if General Lincoln C. Andrews, receiver 
of the New York and Queens County 
Railway, could not see his way .clear 
to operate the company’s lines, upon 
which more than 20,000 persons daily 
depend for transportation, the city 
would take them over and run them. 
The Mayor said: 

“If the New York and Queens Com- 
pany desires to dodge its honest debt 
by refusing to give the people service, 
the city will take over the lines and 
operate them, provided we are not pre- 
vented from doing so by the courts.”’ 

The Mayor added that he had in- 
atructed Corporation Counsel George P. 
Nicholson and Commissioner Whalen of 


the Department of Plant and Structures 
to investigate the situation and report 
to him as soon as possible. Mr. Nichol- 
son and Commissioner Whalen con- 
ferred later in the day with General 
Andrews and the city, it is said, may 
have some proposal to make when the 
issue comes up for argument tomorrow 
as Supreme Court in Long Island 
ity. : 

Under similar conditions the Staten 
Island Midland lines were taken over 
and operated by the city more than a 
year ago. They carried about the same 
number of passengers daily and, lke 
the Queens lines, were collecting about 
40,000 fares a day. But their revenues 
were not enough to permit them to meet 
operating costs and also to meet paving 
assesssments. During the calendar year 
1923, which was the first complete year 
of municipal operation on the Midland, 
that system accumulated a deficit of 
$41,000. 

Transit Commissioner Leroy T. Hark- 
ness is authority for the statement that 
in every instance, such as that on Staten 
Island, where the city has taken over 
insolvent lines, one of its first acts has 
been to defer enforcement of the paving 
assessment obligation. 


North Shore Indignant. 


Manufacturers of College Point yester- 
day held a conference in which it was 
declared that if the Queens company 


suspends operation, more than 5,000 
working people of that section would be 
directly affected and there would be 
grave danger of some of the industrial 
establishments there being forced to shut 
down. Half a dozen new settlements to 
the south of Flushing, which have been 
built up with homes within the last two 
years,: will have no transit. facilities at 
ell. Residents there say it will be im- 
possible for their children to go to 
school. The whole North Shore section 
of Queens is aroused and Indignant. 

The present situation became the occa- 
sion for an exchange of caustic corres- 
pondence between Borough President 
Maurice E. Connolly of Queens and 
Transit Commissioner Harkness. The 
3orough President accused the Commis- 
sioner of making statements which he 
knew to be untrue and Mr. Harkness 
retaliated by cnaracterizing the Connally 
letter as ‘‘chiefly perfervid rhetoric and 
abuse,”’ of a kind which the Commis- 
sioner found ‘‘very cheap.”’ 

Mr. Harkness insisted that ‘‘the main 
difficulty is that the disposition of the 
city Administration has been to treat the 
surface lines as ‘junk’; and apparently 
to do about all that it can to make 
‘junk’ of them.” 

“What such a policy means in prac- 
tice,’"” wrote the Transit Commissioner, 
‘the peopte of the Borough of Queens 
particularly are now beginning to under- 
stand.” 

In his letter to Mr. Harkness Borough 
President Connolly wrote: 

“Your letter to me establishes the 
futility of seeking relief for the public 
through your commission where the in- 
terests of the railroads are involved. 
Your intimate acquaintanceship with 
the details of the railroad’s side of this 
case indicates that before the receiver 
made his application to the courts he 
was in consultation with you and to all 
intents and purposes you either inspired 
his petition or at least condoned it, and 
having prejudged the case it is reason- 
able for the public to expect that no 
relief can be had at your hands and 
that no assistance will be given. 


Criticizes the Commission. 


“Your attitude in this case is consis- 
temt. The members of your commission 
have on all occasions where an issue 
was raised as between the railroads and 
the public proceeded without waiting 


to hear from the company’s attorney to 
@rgue the company’s side of the case. 
This has been your uniform practice 
end under the circumstances the com- 
panies are foolish to employ counsel at 
all, for you and your associates have 
argued their cases within your commis- 
sion more efficiently and with better 
—- than the company’s counsel could 
ave, 

“The attitude of your commission 
seems to be this where the public in- 
terest is concerned: ‘We will give them 
a fair trial and hang them.’ 

“You state ‘it is high time that you 
and other municipal officers associated 
with you should realize that the situa- 
ee now facing the passengers of the 

ueens County line is only the logical 
result of your consistent policy of de- 
ars the usefulness of surface 

nes.’ 

“You know this statement to be un- 
true. You know that the attitude of 
the municipal authorities has nothing 
whatsoever to do with the determina- 
tion of General Andrews to discontinue 
his line. You make this statement as 
propaganda in the interest of your com- 
mission and in the interest of the rail- 
roads generally whose friends you ap- 
pear to be. I challenge you to com- 


municate with me, giving in detail what | 


action or actions upon the part of the 
municipal authorities that the municipal 
authorities could have avoided taking 
which caused any of the embarrass- 
ments of the receiver of the New York 
and Queens County Railroad Company.”’ 

After dismissing street paving charges 
Mr. Connolly says: 

“You know that under the Railroad 
law the railroad companies are obliged 
to pave and keep in repair the pave- 
ment within their tracks and for a dis- 
tance two feet on the outside thereof. 
You know that if the City of New 
York relieved the railroad company of 
this responsibility and paved the area 
the authorities of the City of New 
York would be properly subjected to 
indictment. You know that there is no 
way under the law by which this com- 
pany or its receiver can be relieved of 
this obligation by the city authorities 
or by any agency other than the Legis- 
lature. 

Further he wrote: : 

“It may be of interest for you also to 
know that General Andrews informed 
me this morning that there was no way 
for him to proceed out of the present 
difficulty unless your commission al- 
lowed him to charge a ten-cent fare and 
that, paving or no paving, he could not 
proceed without an increased fare.’’ 

In closing Mr. Connolly says: 

“You finish your letter with the state- 
ment: ‘I do not need to assure you 
that the commission stands ready to 
cooperate to the fullest extent in an en- 
deavor to remedy the present acutely 
distressing situation.’ 

“In view of your attitude of prejudg- 
ing this and other cases, my reply must 
be ‘tell that to the marines.’ ” 


Mr. Harkness'’s Reply. 


In his reply to the Borough President, 
Commissioner Harkness wrote: 

“Your letter of today about the matter 
of the New York and Queens County 
Railway, which seems to be composed 
chiefly of perfervid rhetoric and abuse, 
has been received. You talk about cor- 
porate ,influence upon the commission 
and my ‘representation’ of the compan- 
fes. This is very cheap, I give you the 


capacity to know and to appreciate that 
you are talking nonsense. Of course, 
that sort of thing requires no answer. 
“The application of the receiver for 
the Queens trolley lines. for permission 
to abandon operation for\the reason that 


the existing revenues of the lines will 


not pay half the expenses for which they | 


will be charged during the current year 
is directed to the court and will natu- 
rally have judicial consideration. The 
commission has no power nor authority 
to pass upon the affairs of the receiver 
as the court's representative. When, 
however, you suggest that the commis- 
sion apparently had prior knowledge of 
the facts upon which the application is 
based you are not wholly incorrect. It 
is the statutory duty of the commission 
to have such knowledge and that duty 
has not been neglected. The commission 
has been in constant touch with the 
receiver in its effort to aid him in every 
way that it could possibly to keep these 
roads running and it is thoroughly 
familiar with the conditions under which 
he has been operating. It has no power 
to assist him further. 

*‘No railway management can run cars 
and meet the expenses of operation or 
taxation when it has not the money to 
pay its bills. You cannot get.blood out 
of a stone. 


Pavement Charges. 

“In the course of your letter you 
finally. get down to the matter of the 
city’s pavement charges, which was the 
real subject of my letter to you. The 
figures I cited are substantially correct. 
The railroad is asked to pay, within a 
single year, something like $375,000 for 
the laying of new pavements on the 


thoroughfares occupjed in part by its 
tracks, and tha, “a year when its entire 
revenue from -—™a is not more than 
$600,000 and its weminal net revenue, 
after the payment ef ordinary running 
expense, not more than $30,000. The 
question that you officially have to con- 
sider is whether you want this paving 
done now at the expense of twenty thou- 
sand ‘dally trolley riders—in_ short, 
which is the more important to the 
people of Queens at the moment. the 
continued operation of its trolley lines 
or the laying of new pavements? The 
commission is thoroughly familiar with 
the provisions of law you cite. There 
is ro doubt whatever that under the 
law as it stands such charges, even to 
this excessive degree, may be assessed 
upon the railroad. The Jaw, however, 
does not require that a particular piece 
of paving shall be done until the money 
is at hand to pay for it. . 

“There dre other difficulties that the 
company will have to meet, upon which 
the court will have to pass, but it is 
the paving question that has brought on 
this crisis.’’ 

George McAneny, Chairman of the 
Transit Commission, pointed out that in 
cases where, as on the Staten Island 
Midland, the city takes over lines and 
operates them at a loss the deficit 
incurred is added to the general burden 
of taxation. 


TROLLEY LINE ABANDONED. 


Court Stops Montague Street Cars 
—Vetoes Menace Other Lines. 


One more Brooklyn surface trolley line 
was tossed into the discard yesterday 
under a Federal Court order, and the 
continuance of two more was threatened 
by vetoes affixed to trolley bills by Gov- 
ernor Smith. 

The old Montague Street line was dis- 
continued under an order signed by Fed- 
eral Judge Julius M. Mayer, Represen- 
tations were made to the court that this 
line now carried only about 150 passen- 
gers a day and was being operated at a 


loss of about $6,000 a year. The line 
runs from Court and Montague Streets 
to the old Montague Street ferry, a dis- 
tance of about one-third of a mile. It 
is the last line operated by the Brooklyn 
Heights Railroad and virtually ends the 
receivership, which, however, will be 
continued until after proper legal pro- 
ceedings have been carried out for its 
discharge. 

Governor Smith's veto of the Park 
Avenue and Church Avenue trolley bills 
may put an end ta service over these 
lines, although that will depend upon 
the finanical ability of the operating 
company, the Nassau Electric Railway, 
and upon what degree of success the 
Transit Commission may have in an at- 
tempt to negotiate for continuance of 
service. Tne two bills now vetoed 
waived the francise provisions under 
which the lines operate which required 
them to give transfers. The company 
held that it could not operate and pay 
expenses if required to give free trans- 
fers and on this basis the waivers were 
desired to be made. 

yerhard M. Dahl, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of the B. M. T., to 
which the Nassau was turned back when 
it emerged from receivership, declined 
yesterday to indicate what, if anything, 
the company would do about a continu- 
ance of service. Operation of the Park 
Avenue line under the special legislative 
dispensation expired on M@rch 23 and 
since the new law becomes effective at 
once the company apparently has the 
option of abandoning the line immedi- 
ately or giving free transfers under the 
requirements of its franchise. Opera- 
tion of the Church Avenue line under 
the special act expires on ey 24, next. 

Transit Commissioner Harkness said 
he would take the matter up with the 
B. M. T. officials and that he felt confi- 
dent some agreement could be reached 
for continuance of the service. Assem- 
blyman Clayton, author of the Church 
Avenue bill, said: ‘‘I suppose the Gov- 
ernor has done this for Hylan. Hylan 
wants all the surface lines scrapped, 
and so my bill was disapproved.’ 


CITIZENS UNION ON HYLAN. 


It Says His Attitude on Subways 
Helps the Speculator. 


The Citizens Union made public yes- 
terday the following commentary upon 
Mayor Hylan’s attitude toward new sub- 


way construction: 

“If Mayor Hylan meant deliberately 
to play into the hands of the transit 
companies and of the politically power- 
ful real estate speculators ~who may 
hope to influence the location of new 
subway routes for their own benefit, he 
could not have accomplished such a re- 
sult more effectively than he has by 
his successive shifts of positiongon the 
construction of new subways. 

“After repeated conferences, tue 
Mayor's Transit Committee reported in 





favor of the Brooklyn crosstown .and 
the Washington Heights-West Side 
routes. 


' “On August 3 of last year, the Mayor 
joined the Board of Estimate in ap- 
proving those routes, Since that time 
the Transit Commission has done every- 
thing possible to expedite construction. 
But Mayor Hylan refuses the necessary 
appropriation, refuses to approve a con- 
tract for construction, by turns de- 
nounces the routes and abandons them 
and then again approves then? in part, 
leaving the whole subject badly mud- 
dled. Meantime, only the companies 
continue to profit from the insufferable 
congestion on existing lines and the po- 
litical real estate operators are given 
an opportunity to busy themselves in 
efforts to obtain approval of new routes 
which will increase the value of proper- 
ty which they can control. 

“Mayor Hylan’s opposition to the Port 
Authority bill, just signed by the Gover- 
nor, was obviously clap-trap and non- 
sense, which, however, did no harm and 
served no purpose except to expose the 
Mayor's incapacity. His _ persistent 
wrongheaded attitude on new subway 
construction, on the other hand, is a 
serious menace to the public.’’

Newspaper reporters assigned to the 
County Court House learned yesterday 
that appeals for financial aid have 
been made to lawyers for “an aged 
Court House reporter, broken in health 
and fortune, who desired help to re- 
turn to his home in California.’’ 

In many cases the appeals were by 
telephone, but yesterday an _ elderly 
man called on one attorney and said 
he was the man for whom his friends 
had asked aid. He showed a list con- 
taining the names of well known 
lawyers, who, he said, had given him 
money. Hg refused to give an address 
when told a check would be sent to 
him, but said he had collected news 
in the courts for years.

SENATE ORDERS CUT | 


IN FARM RAIL RATES 


Adopts Smith Resolution Direct- 


ing Commerce Commission to 
Aid Any Distressed Industry. 


AGRICULTURE BLOC FIGHTS 





Capper Demands the Passage of 
McNary-Haugen or Other Meas- 
ures Before Adjournment. 





WASHINGTON, May 12.—Urged by 
the Farm Bloc, a joint resolution was 
quickly adopted by the Senate today 
directing the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission to adjust freight rates to relieve 
depression in any basic industry, partic- 
ularly agriculture. It was passed with 
virtually no debate, Senator King, 
Democrat of Utah, alone questioning the 
wisdom of the policy. 

Farm relief legislation is now an out- 
standing issue in Congress, with the 
farm bloc opposing an adjournment until 
6ome measure shall be enacted to aid 
agriculture. 

The first fight will be made for the 
McNary-Haugen bill, which will come 
to a test within a short time in the 
House. If this measure fails the farm 
bloc is prepared to champion the Norrtis- 
Sinclair bill, while the Curtis-Aswell 
bill is in the offing and may receive at- 


tention, although it has not been re- 
ported by the Senate Agriculture 
Committee. 

The rate qagjusting resolution was in- 
troduced by Senator Smith, Derhocrat, 
of South Carolina, Chairman of the 
Interstate Commerce Committee, and 
was, supported by Senator Cummins, 
Republican, of Iowa,. who explained that 
the purpose of the resolution was to 
give the support of Congress to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission should 
it use the authority with which it is 
now vested. 

Spokesmen for the farm bloc said 
that the resolution would mark a great 
step forward in aiding the farmer in 
that quick, cheap transportation would 
be afforded for his products. 

The resolution follows: 

That it is hereby declared to be the 
true policy in ratemaking to be pur- 
sued by the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission in adjusting freight rates that 
the conditions which at any given time 
prevail in our several industries 
should be considered, in so far as it is 
legally possible to do so, to the end 
that commodities may freely move 
with fair profit to the producer and 
sold at a reasonable price to the con- 
sumer, 

It is further declared that agri- 
culture is the basic industry of this 
country; and that it is the policy of 
Congress to promote, encourage and 
foster that industry, and especially in 
ratemaking during the existing depres- 
sion in agriculture. 

In furtherance of these policies, the 
Interstate Commerce Commission is 
hereby directed, with the least prac- 
ticable delay, to effect such lawful 
changes in the rate structure of the 
country as will promote the freedom of 
movement by common carriers of the 
products of agriculture, including live 
stock, at the lowest possible rates com- 
patible with the maintenance of ade- 
quate transportation service. 

Provided, That no investigation or 
proceeding resulting from the adoption 
of this resolution shall be permitted 
to delay the decision of cases now 
pending before the commission involv- 
ing rates on products of agriculture, 
and the policy herein stated shall be 
applied in such determination as soon 
as possible. 

Senator Capper, Republican, of Kan- 
sas, one of the Farm Bloc spokesmen, 
in a formal statement said that he would 
oppose adjournment of Congress until a 
“real effort has been made to help tie 
farmers of this country.”’ 

“Pending now in Congress are four 
measures for farm relief,’’ the state- 
ment continued. ‘‘Three of them are 
designed to assist in the stabilizing of 
farm process—not in arbitrary fixing of 
farm prices, as they are often deliber- 
ately misrepresented. They propose to 
try to restore a parity between farm 
prices and general comodity prices dp- 
proximating the ratio that existed dur- 
ing the pre-war years. These measures 
are the McNary-Haugen bill, the Nor- 
ris-Sinclair bill, the Curtis-A@well bill, 
and the Smith resolution. Any one of 
these measures will be of great assis- 
tance to farmers. 

“‘The principles of the McNary-Haugen 
bill, which is to come to a vote in the 
House within a few days, are econom- 
ically sound. The bill is nothing more 
than a workable plan for making the 
protective tariff effective in maintaining 
a fair domestic price level for crops of 
which we produce a normal surplus. The 
enactment of this emergency measure 
would mean better prices for the farm 
immediately. 

“Action on these measures is impera- 
tive. One of the three stabilization 
measures and by all means the Smith 
resolution should command the imme- 
diate attention of Congress. There is 
now no question before Congress of 
aoe importance to the general wel- 
are and prosperity of-the country than 
this question of farm relief. 

“The farmer needs all the help the 
Government can give him along sound 
and practical lines, and he needs it at 
once.”’ 

The McNary-Haugen bill would create 
a $200,000,000 export corporation to buy 
farm products at a ratio price derived 
from the average price existing during 
the period from 1905-14. The Norris- 
Sinclair bill would create the ‘‘Farmers 
and Consumers’ Financing Corpora- 
tion,’ capitalized at $100,000,000, to sell 
farm products direct to the consumer 
and export farm commodities in Gov- 
ernment ships free of charge. 

The Curtis-Aswell bill would create 
the ‘Interstate Farm Marketing Asso- 
ciation’’ to promote ar pro- 
cessing, preparing for market, handling, 
storing and marketing of all agricul- 
tural commodities. An appropriation of 
$10,000,000 would be made available to 
the association. 


PITTSBURGH STRIKE ENDS. 


Carmen Accept Company Plan and 
Strike-Breakers Leave at Once. 


PITTSBURGH, May 12.The strike of 
8,200 motormen and conductors of the 
Pittsburgh Railways Company, in effect 
since midnight last Friday, ended late 
today when the men voted to return to 
work under a plan suggested by the 
company. 

The vote was 1,073 for to 920 against. 
More than 1,000 of the platform men did 
not vote. 

The plan calls for a two-year contract 
at the present scale of 67 cents an hour. 
The company agreed to pay one-half the 
cost of one uniform a year for each 
man now in the service. The men had 
demanded a maximum increase of 10 
cents an hour. 


STRIKE ENDS AT MILLIKIN. 


Students Return to Their Classes 
After Protest of a Week. 


DECATUR, Ill, May 12—Students at 
James Millikin University here returned 
to their classes this morning after a 


week’s strike resulting from demands 
for changes in polices of the college 
management. 

A student committee announced that it 
was believed that nothing further could 
be gained by staying away from classes 
any longer. 

Demands of the students, it is ex- 
pected, will obtain consideration from 
the Board of Managers so far as possi- 
ble. The board has refused, however, 
to reinstate two professors whose con- 
tracts were not renewed.

COMPLAINT MADE TO COURT 





Justice Seeger Rules That in Stay- 
Ing Proceedings He Did Not For- 
bid Preparation of the Case. 


Special to The New York Times, 
WHITE PLAINS, May 12.—During a 
hearing today before Supreme Court 
Justice Albert H. F. Seeger, Charlies 
Edward Long disclosed that his client, 
Clarence O. Baring, had been examined 
Saturday night by alienists for the 
State. Baring is accused of attempt- 
ing to murder his ‘wife with poison. 
District Attorney Arthur 8. Rowland of 
Westchester County has been preparing 
to offset a possible insanity defense. 

“The District Attorhey violated this 
Court’s order staying the trial and all 
. other proceeditgs pending determination 
of my motion to transfer the case from 
the County Court to the - Supreme 
Court,” said Long. ‘‘He broke @ gentle- 
men's agreement with me. When I 
left White Plains he had Baring taken 
from the jail on Saturday, when he was 
about to have his dinner. He was pre- 
g@ented before two alieniats, one of 
whom was Dr. W. L. Russell of Bloom- 
ingdale Asylum, 

“Baring objected to being examined, 
but they kept talking to him for fifteen 
minutes and then they sent him back to 
jail for his dinner. Then they tried to 
examine him again and he objected and 
said he wouldn't say a word. This is 
outrageous treatment on the part of the 
District Attorney against my client and 
against my privileges. My object in get- 
ting tne stay was to prevent the County 
Judge and the District Attorney having 
a@ commission appointed to examine 
Baring while my motion Was pending. 

The Court replied: ‘I think the Dis- 
trict Attorney had a right to prepare 
his case for trial. I did not intend to 
stay him from making preparations. 
only stayed the actual triai scheduled 
for May 22.”’ 

Baring was put to work washihg 
dishes in the jail yesterday. The keep- 
ers said he seemed pleased with the 
work. His first job was to peel potatoes, 

Mrs. Baring has gone to Providence, 
R. 1., to visit her brother.

The unscrupulous methods re-| 
sorted to by the defense in the murder | 
trial years ago and in the several sub- 
sequent habeas corpus proceedings: af- 
ford a striking example of the misuse} 
of medical expert testimony which has} 
done more to tring such testimony into 
disrepute than aught else in the entire 
annals of medical jurisprudence.”’ 

Dr. MacDonald, who said after his 
speech that he was alluding to the 
Harry K. Thaw case, appeared at a 
number of court proceedings to testify 
that Thaw was insane. ,He went on: 

“There are many experts who are con- 
scientious and there are some who are 
willing to lend themselves to either side. 
There are hothouse alienists who spring 
up in the night. . But the majority are 
honest and conscientious. If the medical 
profession would fix a standard of qual- 
ification and put the seal of disapproval 
and condemnation on the practice of 
those who pose as experts on subjects 
on which they are not qualified, it 
would reduce the present abuses relat- |

He attacked ‘‘pseudo experts who 
act as advisory counsel, sitting with 
counsel, preparing questions to be put 
to witnesses and then going on the 
stand to give expert testimony.”’ 

He opposed the elimination of the 


hypothetical question, but pointed out 
that in many instances the hypothetical 
question is framed to omit evidence de- 
trimental to the case of the lawyer 
propounding it.

Of sham insanity, he said that ‘‘one} 
could scarcely undertake a more diffi- 
cult réle than to feign insanity success- 
fully.’’ He pointed out that ‘‘the aver- 
age criminal overacts his part and mixes 
up various forms of insanity indiscrimi- | 
nately, subduing himself when he thinks!

BALTIMORE, Md., May 12—The bay 
filly Nellie Morse, by Luke McLuke— 
La Venganza, by Abercorn carrying 121 
Pounds, with Johnny Merimee in the 
saddle, this afternoon carried off the 
sixteenth running of the historic Preak- 


ness Stakes in a field of fifteen starters. 
The race was run under the worst pos- 
sible conditions, the horses splashing 
through a sea of mud, and the time of 
1.57 1-5 for the mile and an eighth was 
the slowest with but one exception in 
the history of the stake. 

The purse was. worth $54,000 to H. C. 
Fisher, the owner of the winner, who 
Was not present to see his filly come 
home in front. A crowd estimated at 
15,000 cheered on the winner, which paid 
$26.20 for a $2 ticket in the mutuels. 
H. P. Whitney’s Transmute, running a 
great race, finished second and the Ran- 
cocas Stable’s Mad Play was third. J. 
W. Bean’s Donaghee took fourth money. 

The absence of the great St. James, 
Sarazen and Wise Counsellor detracted 


great deal from the -interest of the 

reakness, yet it was a splendid field 
of three-year-olds that went to the post, 
and they made a thrilling contest for 
the rich prize and the historic Woodlawn 
vase that each Spring goes to the owner 
of the winner, to be held until the next 
running of the race. 


Silks Are Mud Splashed.

He found a hole next 
the rail for Major August Belmont’s 
Ordinance as the field of eight swung 
into the stretch, shot the bay colt 
through it and\then hand-rode him home 
to win by half a length from H. P. 
Whitney’s Swingalong and Jockey Ivan 
Parke. . 

It will be remembered that the Rain- 
bow was the race Zev-won last year in 
such a way as to decide Trainer Sam 
Hildreth to give him a chance in the 
Kentucky Derby. There were no Derby 
candidates in yesterday’s field, but it 
was a contest to make some 5,000 per- 
sons forget the cutting wind and inter- 
mittent flurries of rain. 

The feature event, the disqualification 
of William Daniel’s Socrates, which fin- 
ished in front in the third race, and the 
first appearance here this year of 
Jockey Parke made the afternoon far 
more interesting than it originally prom- 
ised ‘to be. 

Sun Audience Off First. 


The Rainbow was a real horse race 
from the moment that Starter Mars 
Cassidy sent the horses on their way. 
L. Rosenberg’s Sun Audience flashed to 
the front with the rising barrier, only 
to relinquish the lead a furlong further 
along.to the Rancocas Stable’s Tester. 
The familiar white and green silks held 
sway until the bunched field turned for 
home. There Pierce drove Ordinance 
through on the rail, but he was not the 
only jockey who was picking his holes. 

Little Parke found one, too, and, rid- 
ing with the judgment and skill that 
made him the sensation of the Winter 
season, soon had’ Swingalong in a con- 
tending position.

Ordi- 
nance is a half-brother to Dunlin, but 
is a better looking horse, has more 
length and, like the Cosden horse, can 
run in the mud.

Commission Has Report. 


Captain John J. McCarthy, in charge 
of the Division of Places of Public As- 
sembly, in response to inquiry resylting 
from reports circulated to the effect that 
the Stadium does not come up to Fire 
Department requirements, admitted that 
the department has not yet approved the 
plant, and added that the attitude of 
the Fire Department has been expressed 
in a letter from Chief Kenlon to the 
State Athletic Commission. ‘A request 
for a copy of the letter for information 
on the reason for the Fire Department 
withholding its approval was met with 
the reply that the State Athletic Com- 
mission could make public the contents 
of its letter from Chief Kenlon if it so 
desired. 

Chairman Brower confirmed the re- 
ceipt of the letter by the commission 
and added that he had Secretary Dan 
Skilling read the communication to him 
over the phone. From memory Chair- 
man Brower recalled that the complaints 
of the Fire Department dealt with fire 
regulations involving aisles and exits. 
He would not state whether the aisle 
space fell short of the Fire Department's 
safety regulations, or whether the num- 
ber of exits in the remodeled club came 
up to requirements. The commission 
Chairman announced that the letter of 
Chief Kenlon containing the results of 
an inspection made under the direct 
supervision of Captain McCarthy would 
be available for publication this after- 
noon at the regular meeting of the com- 
mission. 

At the headquarters ofthe club yes- 
terday it was denied that any complaint 
existed with respect to the structural 
perfection of the new club. Match- 
maker Lew Raymond announced that 
representatives of the Building Depart- 
ment and the Fire Department had 
“conducted a final tour of inspection 
in the morning and had approved the 
plant.” When this announcement was 
relayed later to Captain McCarthy he 
said he knew nothing of any Fire De- 
partment inspection. In response to a 
query as to whether such an inspection 
could be held without his knowledge, 
Captain M-:Carthy declared such a pro- 
cedure was rather improbable. 

The announcement that the _ club’s 
license expires today came from the 
State Athletic Commission, where it was 
also learned that application already 
has been filed with the board for a re- 
newal of the boxing permit. The appli- 
cation, it was announced, will not be 
considered by the commission until the 
Fire Department has approved the plant. 
This procedure is in accordance with the 
provisions of the law governing boxing 
in this State, which requires that all 
clubs must be approved by the Build- 
ing Department and the Fire Depart- 
ment before a permit is issued for box- 
ing contests. The Building Department, 
it was learned at commission headquar- 
ters, already has approved the Queens- 
boro Stadium.

BOSTON, May 12. — Pennsylvania’s 
three eight-oared crews made a clean 
sweep today in the regatta on the 
Charles. Rowing over a choppy course 
and in a dense fog, the Quaker varsity 
romped away from Harvard almost from 
the catch of the sweeps and beat the 
Crimson by more than four lengths. 
Then the Pennsylvanians took the junior 
varsity race, the crew which defeated 
Yale at Derby two weeks ago, beating 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
by five lengths, with Tech in turn show- 
ing its rudder to Haryard, which was 
three-and-a-half lengths astern at the 
finish. 

These two races were rowed over the 
downstream course of one and three- 
quarter miles. Then, when Penn met 
Tech and Harvard in the race for 150- 
pound crews, rowing upstream over the 


mile and five-sixteenths Henley dis- 
tance, the Philadelphia oarsmen again 
were victorious. This race was Penn’s 
from the start, the crew showing more 
than four boat lengths’ advantage when 
the finish line was crossed.

—Rain Causes Eighth Post- 
ponement for Hugmen. 





Rainy day activities on the part of 
the Yanks yesterday consisted of sepa- 
rating Luke Urban from the payroll 
and releasing him outright to the Co- 


'lumbus club of the American Assocla-

There was nothing else doing in 
the line of baseball. A pelting rain in 
the morning and a misty downpour in 
the afternoon drenched the field so 
thoroughly that a game’ with the White 
Sox was out of the question. Between 
showers the Yanks postponed the affair 
to a fairer and brighter day.

There was some question at noon 
whether to call the game off or to take 
a chance. When the sun came out, 
Ed Barrow and Miller Huggins wavered 


and almost decided to play. Huggins 
was dispatched to the Stadium to con- 
sult with Phil Schenck, the ground- 
keeper, and Phil said that if no more 
moisture fell he could work the diamond 
and base paths into fair shape. Pressed 
as to whether or not he thought there 
would be any more rain, Phil opined 
most emphatically that there would, 
basing his opinion on the condition of 
his ‘“‘rheumatics.’’ As later events 
proved, this infallible sign did not fail, 
and the Yanks were spared the embar- 
rassment of starting. the game and then 
having it washed out. 

Double-headers are piling up at such a 
merry clip that Manager Huggins is 
becoming alarmed. Yesterday’s was the 
eighth postponement for the Hugmen, 
and nearly each game means a double- 
header later on. Because the schedule 
makers decided to end the playing sea- 
son one week earlier, there are fewer 
open dates than in 1923, and this means 
piling up the double bills one on top 
of another until the average manager is 


becoming panic stricken as he consults 
his schedule for June, July and August. 


Last Recruit to Go. 
With the lopping off of Urban, the 


Yanks are down to rock bottom, Luke 


was the last of the Spring recruits to 
go. Huggins liked his style at the 
plate and behind the bat, but with 
Schang, Hofmann, Bengough and Aut- 
rey on hand, there was no need for the 
services of the former Boston College 
football and baseball star, 


The Yanks would have sent him out 


with a string attached, except that he 
had been placed on option twice before, 
with Buffalo in the International 
League. A hefty hitter and a natural 
athlete, Urban probably will come back 
to_the big tent next year. 

It was a choice between him and Au- 
trey, and Huggins chose the latter. 
Judging from what he sald the other 
day, the Yankee manager wouldn't hesi- 
tate to send the rookie behind the plate 
any day. Hug is tremendously im- 
pressed with Autrey, who never saw 
anything better than Class C baseball 
before the Yanks found him. There was 
some talk of sending hirh out to Denver, 
but Huggins has seen a new light, ap- 


parently, and thinks the youngster 
will be more useful on the Yankee 
bench. 


Still Room for Two More. 


Judging from the talent now on the 
roster, Autrey might turn out to be the 
long-sought right-handed pinch hitter. 
In his collection of twenty-three players 


Huggins has everything but.a pinch hit- 


ter swinging from the starboard side, 
If Colonel Jacob Ruppert should see the 
chance to unfurl his checkbook and buy 
such an athlete, there would be room for 
him and one other performer on the 
roster. Incidentally, the Yanks are the 
first major league club to cut down be- 
low the twenty-five-player limit. 

In the ensemble, as it stands now, are 
four catchers, eight pitchers, six infield- 
ers and five outfielders, The quota of 
twirlers is unusually low, and only the 
regular five have shown anything so far 
this year. That's one reason why Hug- 
gins is eager to sidestep double-headers, 
when five rggulars, as good as they are, 
wouldn’t be enough to carry the team 
along. 

There is one advantage in being two 
below the legal limit. When the other 
big league teams begin unloading on or 
before June 15, to get within the limit 
themselves, the Yanks may snatch a 
right-handed hitter and a young or old 
pitcher who isn’t a bright, gleaming 
star, but might come in handy in. the 
crowded days of double-headers,

PREVENTION OF INSANITY. 





New Hospital Is Started to Treat 
Incipient Mental Diseases. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

You will no doubt be interested in 
learning that New York City will soon 
have a new kind of hospital. Its object 
will be the prevention of insanity. The 
State Board of Charities, satisfied of 
the great need for such a hospital, has 
approved the charter of the Neuro- 
pathic Hospital, to be devoted exclu- 
sively to the care and treatment of per- 
sons suffering from incipient nervous 
and mental disorders. 

There are thousands of persons suffer- 
ing from mental disturbances at large 
in New York City, such as attacks of 
confusion, excitement, various doubts, 
anxieties and obsessions—all symptoms 
of mental disorder or approaching in- 
sanity—with nowhere to turn. The only 
place they can go is to Ward’s Island 
or oné of the other State hospitals for 
the insane. They shrink from doing 
this, believing that it would identify 
them with the socially unfit, with the 
result that they let themselves slide 
along until it is too late. 
insane—a menace to themselves and 
to all who may come in contact with 
them, a sorrow to those near and dear 
to them. They are taken to Bellevue 
Hospital for observation and then com- 
mitted to the State hospital—a fate 
they so dreaded. 

This is a daily occurrence. Thousands 
of such cases are today in the State 
hospitals hopelessly insane. Such a 
fate might easily have been averted if 
we had a hospital where those showing 
the first signs of mental ailment could 
come and be treated. Large numbers of 
such cases can be cured if brought 
under proper medical care at the proper 
time. 

Strange as it may seem, however, 
there is no hospital devoted exclusively 
to the treatment of these incipient and 
curable cases. 

The Neuropathic Hospital, strictly 
philanthropic, will serve this class. It 
will be a true preventorium for mental 
maladies. The method of examination 
of each patient will be unique. Patients 
will be examined on the group diagnosis 
plan. This plan contemplates a group 
of physicians representing each and 
every branch of medicine. The patient 
will bee examined by this group of 
physicians, with the result that a thor- 
ough and complete diagnosis will be 
made and the causes of the ‘affliction 
ascertained. The proper treatment and 
remedy will be prescribed by these 
physicians after consultation. The 
Medical Board of the Neuropathic Hos- 
pital will consist of the ablest men in 
each branch of medicine. 

Attendance will be entirely voluntary. 
The result will be that persons suffer- 
ing from mental afflictions, but unwill- 
ing to acknowledge themselves even 
partially insane, will seek relief here as 
simply as they would for a broken leg 
or a dilated heart. They will be free 
to enter and to leave, in distinction 
from the asylums where the sufferer is 
conducted and retained by force, thus 
saving him from the mortification of 
practical imprisonment previous to a 


thoroughgoing examination. 

Only one institution similar to the 
proposed Neuropathic Hospital is in 
existence today, according to our rec- 
ords. This institution is located in Paris 
and is known as the Service of Ste. 
Anne. Leading neurologists in Europe 
are now pursuing this plan. A move- 
ment is now on foot in Italy to open 
similar hospitals there. 

The Board of Directors of the Neuro- 
pathic Hospital is made up of business 
men of standing in New York City. It 
has pledged $250,000 to establish this 
philanthropic institution for the poor of 
New York City who cannot afford to 
go to a sanitarium and who have no 
avenue open to them but a padded cel} 
when they become violently insane. 

New York City has many kinds of 
hospitals, but we believe that ours will 
be the first of its kind; and we take 
pleasure and pride in bringing it to 
your notice, feeling confident that we 
will enlist your support and the 
sympathy of the public toward our 
undertaking.

law independently of the League.’’ 


But the plan proposed by Mr. Lodge 


and Mr. Anderson is not a “‘reorganiza- 
tion’’; it is a new and independent crea- 
tion. It is a plain proposal to substi- 
tute for the existing court a brand-new 
organization. 

Quoting from a paragraph In my let- 
ter of May 10, in which I alluded to 
the fact that the present Permanent 
Court covered the ground not only for 
the Old World but for the whole world 
except the United States, Russia, 
Ecuador and Mexico, Mr. Anderson re- 
marks: *“‘Germany and her former allies 
seem to have disappeared off the face 
of the earth.” Surely, he is aware that 
Germany, under the provisions of the 
Treaty of Versailles, has agreed to sub- 
mit a very large number of important 
questions to the Permanent Court; that 
the first adversary action determined by 
the Permanent Court was brought by 
the British, French, Italian and Jap- 
anese Governments against the German 
Government, growing out of the closing 
of the Kiel Canal against the passage 
of the British vessel Wimbleton, in 
which case a German Judge was ap- 
pointed and sat as a temporary member 
of the court, and took part in the de- 
cision, although dissenting from the 
judgment rendered. He must also be 
aware that of the former German allies, 
Austria, Bulgaria and Hungary are 
members of the League of Nations, and, 
therefore, competent adherents to the 
court, the two first named having ac- 
cepted its compulsory jurisdiction. 

President Harding, in his message to 
the Senate of Feb. 24, 1923, referred 
to one phase of the matter not covered 
by the accompanying letter of the Sec- 
retary of State, with which the Presi- 
dent chose frankly to acquaint the Sen- 
ate. 

‘For a long period,”’ he said, ‘‘indeed, 
ever since the International Conference 
on the Limitation of Armament, the 
consideration of plans under which we 
might adhere to the protocol has been 
under way. We were unwilling to ad- 
here unless we could participate in the 
selection of the Judges; we could not 
hope to participate with an American 
accord if adherence involved any legal 
relation to the League. These condi- 
tions, there is good reason to believe, 
will be acceptable to the signatory pow- 
ers, though nothing definite can be 
done until the United States tenders 
adhesion with these reservations. Man- 
ifestly the Executive cannot make this 
tender until the Senate has spoken its 
approval.”’ 

The assumption running through Mr. 
Anderson's lettér that the Permanent 
Court is subject to the influence of the 
League of Nations and, therefore, is not 
to be accepted by the United States, 

‘has been so emphatically answered by 
Secretary Hughes, as well as by Mr. 
Root, that it would hardly seem neces- 
sary to do more than refer to the fol- 
lowing statements by them. 

Secretary Hughes said: 

“The statute of the Court has various 
procedural provisions relating to the 
League. * * * None of these provisions 
impairs the independence of the Court. 
It is an estadlishment separate from 
the League, having a distinct legal 
status and resting upon the protocol 
and statute. It is organized and acts 
in accordance with judicial standards, 
and its decisions are not controlled or 
subject to review by the League of 
Nations.’’ 

Mr. Root, addressing the American 
Society of International Law on April 
26, 1923, said: 

“The Court is absolutely independent 
and is subject to no control by the

ness, vanity, narrow partisanship and all 
the rest of it), there could have been no pos- 
sible ground of the two men working to- 
gether. And of course it remains true that 
Woodrow Wilson, who if he knew nothing 
else knew how to size up ‘‘Old Lodge,”’ could 
not accept the conditions and the world must 
get along as best it can until it is willing 
to do what Woodrow Wilson would not, 
namely, surrender to and accept the ‘‘ifs’’ of 
Henry Cabot Lodge. 

It is “Old Lodge’ and Lodge only who can 
“work with’’ Lodge!

League of Nations or by any. other 
Political authority.’’ : 
Mr. Anderson further objects to the 
existing court upon the ground that 
the recommendation of the committee 
of jurists embodied in the plan which 
they submitted to the Council and 
Assembly of the League of Nations for 
the creation of the court, for the calling 
of a Third Hague Conference to pro- 
mote the codification of international 
law, was not adopted by the League. 

Mr. Root entertained no such thought, 
Speaking on this subject before the 
American Society of International Law 
in April, 1921, after quoting the recom- 
mendations, referred to by Mr. Andere 
son, he said: 

“Plainly these recommendations cane 
not receive effect now, nor until the 
present emergencies of an _ unsettled 
world have been disposed of. But when 
the time’ comes, they will point the 
way to performance of the object of 
the League ‘for the firm establishment 
of the understandings of international 
law’ and the identical purpose of the 
people of the United States, so often 
declared by their representatives.”* 

Mr. Anderson attempts to justify the 
so-called ‘‘additional articles’’ to the 
Lodge court plan, whereby jurisdiction 
is expressly denied to the court to ren- 
der advisory opinions upon a-variety of 
subjects enumerated. He says: 

“Under the present statute of the 
League Court it would have authority 
without the consent of the United States 
to render an advisory opinion at the in- 
stigation of any member of the League 
upon questions regarding immigration, 
the Monroe Doctrine, State debts and. 
other questions enumerated in that pro- 
vision which the United States considers 
are of purely domestic concern.” 

Respecting this, it may be remarked, 
first, that the Court is not. obliged to 
render any advisory opinion. It is en- 
tirely permissive for it to do so; sec- 
ondly, that by the rules of the Court, 
such opinions are only given after de- 
liberation by the full Court, following 
public hearing; thirdly, that the Court, 
despite the request of the Council of the 
League, declined to render an advisory 
opinion concerning the autonomy of 
Eastern Carelia, upon the ground that 
it concerned a controversy between Fin- 
land and Russia ; that the latter was not 
a signatory to the treaty establishing 
the Court, and declined to submit to its 
jurisdiction; that it was a well estab- 
lished principle in international law that 
no State, without its consent, can be 
compelled to submit its disputes with 
other States either to mediation or to 
arbitration, or to any other kind of pa- 
cific settlement, and finally that the 
Court intended to abide by this prin- 
ciple véry strictly. 

Premising with a statement that the 
jurisdiction of the Permanent Court 
“comprises all cases which the parties 
refer to it and all matters especially 
provided for in treaties and conventions 
in force,” Mr. Anderson proceeds to put 
a number of hypothetical cases affect- 
ing the United States, and asks: 

“Does Mr. Wickersham think that 
any member of the League should be at 
liberty to appeal ‘to the Court to de- 
clare internationally invalid an act of 
Congress regarding Panama Canal regu- 
lations?” 

Certainly, any member of the League, 
or any other pewer, is at liberty to 
make any suggestion which it considers 
to its interests, but inasmuch as {it is 
true, as stated by Mr. Anderson, that 
the Court only has jurisdiction of the 
cases which the parties refer to it, and 
that the United States in consenting to 
the submission of any particular contro- 
versy must act either by statute or by 
special submission, with the consent and 
approval of the Senate, it hardly seems 
to be necessary to indulge in hypotheses 
as to what it might or might not choose 
to submit to judgment by the Court. 

This, too, answers the necessity of in- 
corporating as an additional provision 
the paragraph referred to by Mr. An- 
derson respecting the limitations on the 
application of international law. The 
United States Government always can 
by provision affecting the submission of 
a particular controversy safeguard its 
own interests by such stipulations as it 
will. But to attempt to restrict the 
jurisdiction of the Court in general, par- 
ticularly in matters of very doubtful 
international validity, is simply making 
more obvious the impracticability and 
the unreal character of the proposed 
new tribunal. The real trouble with 


this, which Mr. Anderson calls the ‘‘im- 
proved plan,”’ ig not that it cannot be 
expected to meet with the approval of 
the pro-Leaguers, but that it cannot be 
expected to meet with the approval of 
any of the nations which have united in 
the formation of the existing Court.

No country receives so much gratuitous 
advice from foreigners as does the United 
States. We a)Jmost never hear of an Amer- 
ican living ‘a London, Paris or Berlin—and 
earning his lvelihood there—telling the peo- 
ple of those respective countries that they 
are all wrong and need to mend their ways. 
Nor do those nations lecture each other: 
But somehow such customs become de rigueur 
when it concerns us. z 

Professor Morize at Harvard, a delightful 
gentleman and excellent scholar, has been 
one of the most recent of our critics. In an 
address delivered at Atlantic City on May 
10 he informs us that our educational system 
is all wrong, that we mix up “economics, 
ice-cream making, millinery, with a little 
dash of Frefich literature,” as requirements 
for the A. B. degree, that we over-emphasize 
athletics, under-pay our teachers, &c. And 
we are led to the conclusion that in France 
ideals, methods and results are much su- 
perior. 

Now there is little doubt that the French 
System of education is best adapted to the 
needs of France. But isn’t it possible also 
that ours may conform to the taste and aims 
of the American people? And, as for results, 
doesn’t the American compare fairly fave~ 
ably with the citizens of other nations? ~~ 

otwithstanding our many faults, our most 
objectionable prohibition, our uncomfortable 
mode of life, our false ideals, there are so 
many foreigners anxious to come here that 
we must resort to extreme measures to keep 
them out. And while there is scarcely an 
American teaching in the public schools and 
universities of Europe, our educational in- 
stitutions have welcomed a very large num- 
— of Europeans who seem satisfied to live 

ere.

LONDON, May 12.—The Earl of Ash- 
burnham (Thomas Ashburnham) died in 
a London hotel this morning of pneu- 
monia. He came here from Canada 
only a few days ago with the Countess 
of Ashburnham to visit his estates. 

Lord Ashburnham was in his seventieth 
year, having been born April 8, 1855. 
He was the sixth Earl of Ashburnham, 
the Earldom having been created in 1730. 
His land holdings here comprised about 
24,000 acres, but for the past score of 
years or more he had made his home 
in Canada, residing in Fredericton, 
N. B. 

Lord Ashburnham was married in 
Fredericton in 1903 to Maria Elizabeth, 
daughter of the late W. H. Anderson of 
by whom he is survived. 
They have no children. 

The newspapers recall the romantic 
circumstances of Lord Ashburnham’s 
marriage of Miss Anderson, who was a

BISHOP L. B. WALSH. 


Succumbs Suddenly a Few Days 
After His Return From Rome. 


PORTLAND, Me., May 12.—The Right 

Rev. Louis Sebastian Walsh, Ro- 
man Catholic bishop of Portland, died 
today of cerebral hemorrhage. Bishop 
Walsh returned to Portland but a few 
days ago from a visit of several months 
in Rome. At his only public appearance 
in this city since his return, which was 
at a mass last Wednesday, when he 
delivered a talk to the children, it was 
noticeable that he was not strong. 

Bishop Walsh was consecrated in Oc- 











| tober, 1906, as the successor of Bishop, 


now Cardinal, O’Connell. The district 
over which he presided covers the entire 
State of Maine. 

He was born in Salem, Mass., in 1859 
and in 1876 he entered Holy Cross Col- 
lege, from which he was graduated with 
high honors. He trained for the priest- 
hood at the Grand, Seminary of the Sul- 
picians and the Seminary of the same 
name in Paris. In 1882, during his resi- 
dence near the Papal Court, he was or- 
dained to the priesthood. He returned 
to this country and for two years was 
stationed at various churches around 
Boston. Later, he served as a profes- 
sor at St. John’s Seminary in the Brigh- 
ton district of Boston, and in 1896 Arch- 
bishop Williams of Boston appointed 
him supervisor of the Catholic school 
system of that archdiocese. This posi- 
tion he held until he came to Portland.

Dr. Samuel B. Lyon, who died yes- 
terday at the age of 82, was medical 
superintendent of the Bloomingdale Hos- 
pital at ‘White Plains for more than 
twenty years, during which he super- 
vised the erection of the new hospital.

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VANDALS WRECK CEMETERY. 


Headstones Broken and Monuments 
Destroyed at Roselle Park, N. J. 


The Riverside Jewish Cemetery, be- 
tween Lodi and Roselle Park, N. J., was 
wrecked by vandals some time Sunday 
night. Many headstones were removed 
and thrown on the graves with such 
force that they were nearly buried in 
the soft earth, and the finer pleces of 
statuary were damaged to the extent of 
about $20,000, according to the cemetery 
authorities. 

John Grimm, assistant superintendent 
of the cemetery, who lives nearby, heard 
no unusual noises during the night, but 
early in the morning he noticed fresh 


tracks of a motor truck leading to the 
entrance of the burying ground and went 
inside to investigate. He found that 
vandals had roamed from one end of the 
large cemetery to the other, leaving de- 
struction in their wake. Whole columns 
of marble.~had been broken from some 
of the costlier monuments, the frag- 
ments lying at the base, as though an 
axe had been used in wrecking them. 
These, as well as some that were treated 
with more consideration, were damaged 
beyond repair and will have to be re- 
placed. 

The cemetery is owned by a group of 
New York men. They held a meeting in 
Roselle Park: yesterday to discuss ways 
and means of arresting the vandals. 


RAINFALL 2.76 IN. IN 5 DAYS. 


Sun Makes Brief Appearance, but 
Succumbs to Clouds. 


A fall of snow was about the only 
thing lacking in the kind of weather 
New York experienced yesterday. Rain 
that had been falling throughout Sun- 
day evening continued intermittently 
during the day.

GRACY FURTHER ACCUSED 





City Treasurer Alleged to Have 
Changed Records in Order to Cover 
Tax Penalty Evasions.

MINEOLA, L. I., May 12.—The Ex- 
traordinary Grand Jury investigating 
charges of Nassau County corruption 
returned four more indictments late this 
afternoon. One was against George 
Vanderwerken, City Engineer of Long 
Beach. The three others were against 
City Treasurer John Gracy of Long 
Beach, who was indicted on May 1 
jointly with Mayor William H. Reynolds 
of that city. 

Supreme Court Justice James C. Crop- 
sey presided when the indictments were 
handed up. He held Vanderwerken in 
$2,000 bail and Gracy in $1,500 bail, in 
addition to the $2,500 bail under which 
Gracy already had been held. Vander- 
werken and Gracy supplied bail and 
were released. Both pleaded not guilty. 
It was reported that more indictments 
might be returned later in the week, but 
none of the officials connected with the 
investigation would discuss the rumor. 

The new indictments charge Gracy 
with making three false entries in the 
Long Beach tax records, resulting in 
the evasion of tax penalties by two 
Long Beach companies. In one case a 
tax payment of $10,404 by the Hillrnan 
Company, operators of the Hotel Nas- 
sau, was said to have been entered as of 
Jan. 10, 1923, whereas the payment was 
not actually made until Feb. 28. The 
other instances involved payments by 
Lookout Point, Inc., a land company 
in which Mayor Reynolds was said to be 
interested. These payments were said 
to have been entered as of Jan. 10, 1923, 
although they were not made _ until 
April 7. The amounts were $128.52 and 
$61.20. 

$20,000 in Taxes Evaded. 


All the taxes were payable on the 1922 
assessments. They were due in Decem- 
ber, 1922. Failure to pay by Jan. 1, 
1923, meant the imposition of a penalty 
of 1 per cent. a month. The indictment 
against Gracy had on its back the 
names ‘of elght witnesses, including 
Mayor Reynolds, employes in the Long 
Beach Tax Department and accountants 
from the State Controller’s office who 
examined the records. According to of- 
ficials connected with the investigation, 
Long Beach taxpayers evaded more 
than $20,000 in tax penalties last year. 

The indictment against Vanderwerken 
charged him with filing a false certifi- 
cate to conceal the payment of $19,360 
by Gracy out of the City Treasury to 
Dollard & Rosoff, contractors, on ac- 
count of a loss the contractors ‘‘pur- 
ported’’ to have sustained in the pur- 
chase of special assessment bonds from 
the City of Long Beach. According to 
the indictment, Vanderwerken’s certifi- 
cate fasely made it appear that the pay- 
ment to the contractors was on account 
of extra work in the improvement, pav- 
ing and grading of certain Long Beach 
streets. 

The contractors were said to have un- 
dertaken work involving more than 
$200,000 of paving and sewer construc- 
tion, and to have been induced by 
Mayor Reynolds to take over an issue of 
$484,000 in special assessment bonds at 
par with a guarantee against loss. The 
contractors were said to have sold the 
bonds to Watkins & Co., New York 
brokers, at 96, and to have been recom- 
pensed by this 4 point loss, amounting 
to $19,360 on the whole issue, by checks 
drawn by Gracy at Reynolds's order, and 
made to appear, through Vanderwoken's 
certificates, as payment for extra work. 
It was also alleged that the contractors 
were merely ‘‘dummies’’ in the bond 
transaction, that the bonds went direct 
to Watkins & Co., and that the $19,360 
loss was only an apparent loss. 

+ Three joint indictments were returned 
against Treasurer Gracy and Mayor 
Reynolds on May 1. They dealt with 
the same transaction which caused the 
indictment of Vanderwerken today. It 
was understood that idence presented 
to the Grand Jury tetded to show that 
as a result of this transaction Mayor 
Reynolds was relieved of an obligation 
to meet a personal guarantee he had 
made to the contractors. 


Reynolds Trial Next Month, 
Reynolds and Gracy pleaded not guilty 
on May 1 and were released on $2,500 
bail each. They are expected to ask for 
separate trials.

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NEW INDICTMENTS Great Brick Temple Unearthed at Ur, 


Was Built Like Babel to Reach the Gods 


LONDON, May 12.—The British Mu- 
seum authorities announce that the 
heaviest task undertaken this year by 
the joint expedition of the British Mu- 
seum and the Museum of the University 
of Pennsylvania in connection with the 
excavations at Ur of the Chaldees was 
that of clearing the Ziggurat, or staged 
tower, of the ancient city. 

Before work began, this mound, with 
its steeply sloping sides of broken brick 
and dust, was istinguichable from 
other mounds on tHe site mainly by its 
grater height. Today it is a brick 
uilding whose size and remarkable 
state of preservation make it: the most 
striking monument of antiquity in Meso- 
potamia. f 

On an artificial terrace raised high 
above the plain that extends all around 
the city stands a rectangular building 
some 195 feet long by 150 feet wide and 
60 feet high. Its corners are orientated 
to the cardinal points of the compass. 
The whole is solid throughout. The 
solid mass of the lowest stage with its 
triple stairway was built by Urengur, 
who was King of Ur about 2350 B. C. 

The astonishing preservation of much 
of the brickwork speaks well for the 
skill of the builders and the quality of 
the material employed, while the dig- 
nity of conception {s worthy of the King 
who founded a new imperial dynasty. 


TRAIL LIQUOR RING, 
OWNERS OF FLEET 


The May, Wrecked on Ward’s 
Island, Speediest of Six 
High-Power Craft. 








BUILT TO DISTANCE POLICE 





Prominent Politician and Business 
Men Sald to Be Leaders in 
Whisky Running. 





The wreck of the rum runner May on 
the south end of Wards Island early 
Sunday morning destroyed a craft on 
which, the police said yesterday, the 
bootleggers’ ring had pinned hope of 
outdistancing the new police speed boats. 
Some of those who compose that ring 
are now known to the police. According 
to a report which officials at Police 
Headquarters refused to discuss, it in- 
cludes a man prominent in politics, who 
might be termed the “‘fixer,’’ and sev-

MUST GET WARRANTS 
FOR LIQUOR SEARCH 


Prohibition Agents Lose Case in 
United States Circuit Court 
of Appeals. 











PHILADELPHIA, May 12. — Prohibi- 
tion agents of the Federal Government 
must have search warrants in order to 
enter premises to search for and seize 
liquor, Judge Victor B. Woolley of the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
held in an opinion filed today. 

The Volstead act, according to Judge 
Woolley, did not intend to ‘‘sweep all 
our traditions into the fire,’’ while ‘‘the 
Fourth Amendment to the Constitution 
stands inviolate.” 

The opinion was given in the setting 
aside by Judge Woolley of the convic- 
tion and sentence of Victor Cooper of 
Trenton, N. J., imposed by District 
Judge Runyon of New Jersey, for

In Greenpoint, the Shuster-Kloorfain 
Company, dyers, with a _ three-story 
brick establishment at 22 Debevoise 
Avenue, was robbed at 2 o’clock in the 
morning. Two watchmen, Tony Mc- 
Olivo of 387 Willoughby Avenue, both 
Nannie of 162 Cook Street and Pietro 
Olivio of 387 Willoughby Avenue, Brook- 
lyn, were chatting on the second floor, 
when they heard the entrance on the 
main floor being jimmied. They rushed 
downstairs as six men, four waving 
pistols, ran into the place. The watch- 
men gave battle, but were quickly 
subdued with the butts of the pistols. 
They were taken back to the second 
floor and bound to chairs and gagged. 

One of the robbers remained as guard 
over the watchmen while the other five 
systematically ransacked every floor of | 
the building, working swiftly but 
thoroughly.

POT-BOILING FICTION 


Ask for ‘Fewer but Better 
Works at National Con- 
vention Here. 











SAY SALES ARE DROPPING 





New Type of Reader Regards a 
Volume as Out of Date Three 
Weeks After It Is Published. 





CONDEMN THE SALACIOUS 





! 


Delegates Are Firmly Opposed, How- 
ever, to Any Form of Censorship 
Except Public Opinion. 





Booksellers from all parts of the coun- 
try, attending the twenty-fourth annual 
convention of the American Booksellers 
Association at the Hotel Commodore, 
applauded an appeal for fewer ‘‘pot 
boilers’’ and for more worth while 
books yesterday. The criticism was di- 
rected particularly at the mass of fic- 
tion being published ‘‘to keep the presses 
going,’’ and it was pointed out that 
fiction sales were dropping because read- 
ers did not think the books worth plac- 
ing permanently on their shelves. 

The appeal for better books was made 
both by Simon L. Nye of Washington, 
D. C., President of the association, and 
by the association’s Board of Trade. 
The latter body also reported that while 
booksellers were against elther publica- 
tion or sale of salacious books they were 
opposed to any form of censorship save 
that of public opinion. 

“From the bookseller’s standpoint,”’ 
Mr. Nye said, “it seems that the pub- 
lisher, striving in keen competition, aims 
to see how many, not how worthy, books 
he can publish in a given period. He is 


responsible for that class of retail cus- 
tomer which has risen who now consid- 
ers a book that is three or four weeks 
old behind the times. 


Forgotten in Three Months. 


“‘Nowadays and almost without excep- 
tion a book that has been published 
three months practically is dead, for- 
gotten, awaiting its removal to the bar- 
gain tables. Where will the books of 
today be twenty years hence? Where 
is gone the slogan of ‘Fewer books and 


better’? 

“I realize, of course, that the publisher 
has his problems. He must keep his 
presses going. He must keep his organi- 
zation intact. Yet, could he not concen- 
trate still more on manuscripts which 
are worthy and which would meet with 
a more kind and responsive reception 
from the buying public? In the field of 
non-fiction, which happily since the war 
has been steadily winning a place for 
itself in the sun, many liberties are be- 
ing taken by the publisher. Let a man 
deliver a few lectures or write a few 
magazine articles, these are gathered 
and appear between the covers of a 
book, published from $2 to $5, and the 
bookseller is expected to enthuse over 
these publications generally at a short 
discount. 

“The circulating library has been a@ 
most important factor in lessening the 
sale of modern fiction. The argument 
of its members is that most of the new 
fiction is unworthy of a permanent place 
in the home library, and they are un- 
doubtedly correct. The circulating li- 
brary, however, is an important factor 
in fostering reading—but satisfactory 
results to us cannot come from its main- 
tenance.”’ : 


Mr. Nye complained against the action 
of one publishing firm in making a con- 
tract with a mail-order house to deliver 
10,000 copies of a cheap edition of a 
non-fiction book that has had a wide 
sale. The retail cost of the better edi- 
tion is $3.50; the mail order house is sell- 
ing its special cheap edition for $1.48. 
This, he said, gave the public an im- 
pression that booksellers were profiteer- 
ing. 
The report of the Board of Trade was 
presented by its Chairman, Cedric R. 
Crowell. 

“The Board of Trade,’’ said Mr. Crow- 
ell, ‘‘urges publishers to publish fewer 
and better books. The too frequent pub- 
lication of unimportant and unmeri- 
torious fiction—pot boilers—we believe 
discourages book reading and book own- 
ership. Publishers and booksellers alike 
can more economically and effectively 
concentrate on a smaller number of 
good books and insure for them a wider 
sale than they receive under the pres- 
ent system. 

*“*A pookseller is willing to carry for a 
slow turn-over a book which he and the 
publisher can unhesitatingly recommend. 
But there is no ultimate profit to book- 
sellers, publishers, authors and the gen- 
eral public in the publication of unim- 
portant and unmeritorious books. 

“The Board of Trade is opposed to the 
publication of salacious books and urges 
all booksellers to ban such books from 
their shops. We are, however, opposed 
to Federal, State and municipal censor- 
ship; to all except the censorship of in- 
telligent public opinion.” 

Dr. John H. nley spoke on ‘Books 
as Educators,’’ and Miss Belle M. Wal- 
ker, Secretary~ of the association, re- 
ported that forty invitations for the next 
convention had been received.

D’OISY REACHES SAIGON 
IN TRANSASIATIC FLIGHT 


French Airman Does 500 Miles 
From Bangkok in Six Hours 
Despite Storms.

PARIS, May 12.—Lieutenant Pelletier 
a@’Oisy arrived at Saigon, Indo-China, 
yesterday at 1:15 P. M., after cover- 
ing the jump of 500 miles from Bang- 
kok in six hours, according to a delayed 
message received at aeronautical head- 
quarters. 

Yesterday’s flight was difficult be- 
cause three storms were encountered, 
and he was forced to ascend to an al- 
titude of 9,750 feet. This morning's 
message brought surprise to the offi- 
cials, as ane _had_ understood that 
d’Oisy was flying from Bangkok to 
Ha-noi. It is believed that he changed 
his itinerary in order to avoid a long 
flight over the virgin forests of Co- 
chin China. 

D’Oisy now has 7,900 miles to his 
credit, covered in eleven non-stop flights. 
This is an average of about 725 miles 
per flying day. :

ANOTHER BELLMORE ARREST 


Newbridge Inn Employe Held as Ma- 
terial Witness in Bank Murder. 


On application of District Attorney 
Charles R. Weeks of Nassau “County, 
Supreme Court Justice Mitchell May in 
Mineola yesterday held Michael Ray of 
North Bellmore, L. I., in $25,000 bail as 
a material witness in the murder April 
4 of Ernest L. Whitman of Patchogue. 

Whitman was shot to death at the end 
of a raid on the First National Bank of 
Bellmore, in which six armed men stole 
$7,936. Three men are under indictment 
for murder in the first degree and three 
others are being sought. In default of 
bail Ray was remanded to Nassau 
County Jail in Mineola. 

Ray was an employe of the Newbridge 
Inn at North Bellmore, to which, ac- 
cording to the authorities, the stolen 
automobile used in the raid was brought 
before the hold-up and murder. he 
owners of the inn, Mr. and Mrs. Barney 
Wiegand, have been questioned a num- 
ber of times by the authorities. They 
are friends of John J. Slattery, one of 
the indicted men. 

Mrs. Wiegand was a depositor in the 
bank, of which Charles M. Vanderoef 
was cashier. The bank has been closed 
since examination of its books was be- 
gun last Tuesday by Federal bank ex- 
aminers. They have discovered pecu- 
lations by Vanderoef totaling $50,000. 
Vanderoef was bonded for $20,000. 

Vanderoef, who. has confessed, will 
take the stand this morning before the 
Federal Grand Jury in Brooklyn.

In connection with the final American 
appearance of the Moscow Art Theatre, 
which took place last night at the Im- 
perial Theatre, Constantin Stanislavsky, 
the company’s head, issued the follow- 
ing “letter to the American press’’:

REVENUE DECLINES 


| Report for Nine Months Shows 







a Decrease in Surface 
Car Traffic, 


RECEIVERSHIP NEAR END 





Under Reorganization Plan the New 
Corporation Will Be Capitalized 
at About $40,000,000. 





The New York Railways Company 
for which a reorganization plan has 
been worked out and which is expected 
to come out of its receivership by July 
1, the end of the company’s fiscal year, 
reports total street railway operating 
revenue for the nine months ended 
March 31, of $6,733,977, as compared 
with $6,971,610 in the same period of 
the preceding year, a decrease of $237,- 
633. The figures include those of the 
leased lines of the company and are 
representative of the New York Rail- 
ways system, 

Gross revenues from passengers were 
$6,129,283 for the nine months, com- 
pared with $6,311,150 in the correspond- 
ing period a year ago, a decrease of 
$181,867, Total operating expenses were 
$5,989,655 against $6,173,405, a decrease 
of $183,750. Taxes were $608,515 against 
$656,772, 2 decrease of $48,256. Net in- 
come from street railway operations 
prior to fixed charges on securities out- 
standing, rentals, &c., and prior to in- 
come from any bank balances, invest- 


ments, &c., was $135,806, compared to 
$141,433, a decrease for the period of 
$5,627. 


Non-operating income was ‘$449,269, 
against $469,184, a decrease of $19,914. 
Total fixed charges, including interest, 


rents and other deductions amounted to 
$2,080,186, as shown in the corpgration's 
and receiver's reports, against $2,135,187 
in the same period of last year, a de- 
creage of $55,001, leaving the net cor- 
porate deficit in the combined reports 
at $1,495,110, against $1,524,570. Thus, 
there was a net improvement for the 
company of $29,459 in spite of the fact 
that in Manhattan, where the company’s 
lines operate, there was a recession In 
surface car traffic, when compared with 
the traffic in nine months of the pre- 
ceding year. Transit experts say it 
would be abnormal to find an increase 
in surface traffic in Manhattan with the 
population failing to show an increase 
and with other conditions as they are. 

Considerable interest attaches to the 
progress of the New York Railways 
System, with the end of the receiver- 
ship, which was instituted in 1919, in 
sight. Under the guidance of Job E. 
Hedges, the receiver, tre various groups 
of bondholders have come to terms on 
a policy of readjustment. The final 
drafting of a plan for the reconstitu- 
tion of the company’s capital structure 
has been attended by the closest study 
of the gains and losses during the term 
of the receivership. 

The decrease in traffic on the lines of 
the system is further shown by the fact 
that in the nine months ended March 31 
total revenue passengers numbered 115,- 
871,216 as compared with 122,074,837 in 
the previous similar period; paid 2-cent 
transfers collected totaled 8,357,499 
against 9,520,662; free transfers collected 
totaled 2,260,687 against 2,886,618, and 
revenue car miles operated totaled §&,- 
831,992 against 8,994,558. 

Under the plan, which is believed not 
to differ in its essential aspects from 
that summarized in THE New Yor« 
TIMES last February, when it was sub- 
mitted to the various bondholders’ com- 
mittees for their consideration, the ca 
italization of the new cunpeny | will be 
in the neighborhood of $40,000,000. 

The company’s funded debt is $58, 173,- 
027. The accumulated deficit for the 
estate, resulting from interest accruals,

Unexpected Result of French 
Elections Causes Sharp Decline 
in Franc—Continentals Weak. 





The unexpected result of the French 
elections. on Sunday, which had been 
pretty generally considered “all in” for 
the Poincaré Ministry, brought about 
a collapse in the French franc yester- 
day to 5.52%, cents, a decline of more 
than one-half a cent from Saturday’s 
final, and a level about 1 1-3 cents un- 
der the highest touched so far this year. 
Sterling and the Continentals were 
sympathetically lower,®particularly the 
Belgian franc, 

Trading in the france completely domi- 
nated the session, with the business 
running into heavy volume. Starting at 
a decline of more than 30 points, at 
5.74 cents, the rate improved in the pre- 
liminary trading to 5.78 cents, after 
which wholesale offerings on orders 
from abroad, together with liquidation 


of many long accounts, broke the rate 
to 5.58 cents. Thereafter, the market 
worked up and down on covering opera- 
tions and realizing sales, which brought 
alternating periods of advances and de- 
clines. At the close a’ prominent in- 
ternational banking house stepped in 
and took all offers, the only semblance 


of official support throughout the day. 
The Belgian franc averaged 91 to %4 
points under the. French bill, with a 
close at 4.6914 cents, 32 points down 
from Saturday's final.

FIGHT FOR CONTROL 
OF VIVAUDOU IS BEGUN 


President of Corporation Asks 
Stockholders to Send Proxies 


to Him—Bankers Surprised. 








‘A’ fight for control of V. Vivaudou, 
Inc., between the officers of the com- 
pany and the bankers for the organiza- 
tlon was revealed yesterday. Victor 
Vivaudou, President of the company, 
sent a letter to stockholders requesting 
them to send proxies to him to be voted 
at the forthcoming annual election, to 
enable him to place upon the board men 
familiar with the details of merchandis- 


ing. The call for proxies, it was said, 
surprised the bankers of the company, 
and it was asserted that the contest 


would not end with the election of the 
board, which will take place soon. 

Mr: Vivaudou recently sent a letter to 
stockholders requesting them to send 
their proxies to a committee of three, in- 


cluding himself, Jules S. Bache and Ed- 
ward Wise, members of the firm of J. 8. 
Bache & Co. In his latest letter, how- 
ever, Mr. Vivadou requests stockholders 
to ignore the earlier communication and 
send all proxies to him personally, in 
order that he may carry out his plans. 
In his letter to stockholders Mr. Vivau- 
dou says in part: 

“The company has been largely ham- 
pered during the last few years by pres- 
ence on the Board of Directors of several 
members whose traiffing has been largely 
financial rather than in the field of mer- 
chandising. It is my wish to obtain a 
board equipped with a thorough under- 
standing of manufacturing and selling, 
whose efforts will be united in directing 
and promoting sales of the company's 
goods, building up a surplus which can 
be managed conservatively and resume 
dividends.” 

Attention was called to the fact yester- 
day that R. J. Goerke of Goerke & Co. 
and Gilmers, Inc., was added to the 
board, primarily for his merchandising 
knowledge. 

The Vivaudou Company was organized 
in 1919. In the next year the company 
paid $2 dividend on its capital stock. 
In the first quarter of 1921 a payment 
of twanty-five cents a share was made, 
but between the second quarter of 1921 
and the first quarter of 1923 no divi- 
dends were paid. In March of last year 
the company resumed dividends at the 
rate of twenty-five cents a share quar- 
terly, but toward the close of that year 
it was announced that cash dividends 
would be suspended and dividends of the 


future would be payable in new pre- 
ferred stock, an issue of preferred 
shares having been created for that 
purpose.

American Banker Denies Note WIII 
Be Discarded In 1924 Series. 


United States Treasury Department of- 
ficials have decided against the elimina- 
tion of the two-dollar bill from the 
“Series of 1923’’ currency to be turned 
out in 1924.

Reports have fre- 
quently arisen that the bill would be 
discarded because of that superstition, 
but these reports, The American Banker 
finds, have been unfounded. 

The new two-dollar bill has not been 
put into circulation yet. It will bear on 
the back the same design as is on the 
back of the new one-dollar bill, but on 
the face it will have the portrait of 
Jefferson. The one-dollar bills have the 
picture of Washington. Treasury men 
say it is esteemed a greater honor to a 
man to have his portrait on the low?2r 
denominations of bills because of their 
greater circulation.

Supreme Court Decides the 
State Is Liable for Premiums 
of $76,086.50. 





SUSTAINS COURT PRACTICE 





Chief Justice Taft Gives Opinion 
That Loser in Rate Case Should 
Meet All Costs. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Supreme 
Court decided today that the State of 
New York will have to pay the premium 
cost of surety bonds put up by the Con- 
solidated Gas Company of New York 
incident to the litigation brought by the 
State to enforce the ruling of the Pub- 
lic Service Commission for 80-cent gas 
in the boroughs of the greater city. 

The opinion of the Court, which was 
delivered by Chief Justice Taft, set 
forth that under court practice the pre- 
mium rate was properly chargeable as 
@ part of the costs assessed against a 
losing party to a lawsuit. 

The amount involved is $76,086.50. This 
Bum was expended by the gas company 
for bonds to guarantee returns to con- 
sumers in the event that the Supreme 
Court upheld the legality of the 80-cent 
rate, the company collecting a higher 
rate during the consideration of its ap- 
peal. The State, losing the gas case, 
objected to being assessed this amount 


as part of the costs. 
The gas company averred that the 


payments made for bonds were proper- 
ly a part of the costs and the District 
Court sustained the contention. Up- 
holding the District Court, Chief Justice 
Taft said in part: 

‘“‘We think that under the usage which 
is general in the Second Circuit the 
District Court had power to assess these 


premiums and costs in this suit in 
equity. It is apparent from the cir- 
cumstances that the order made by the 
District Court under which these bonds 
were secured and substituted for cash 
was not only in the interest of the com- 
any, but of the consumers in whose | 
Penalt the defendants below were con- | 
tending. 

‘Had the State authorities prevailed 
fn the court they would have secured 
from the surety companies on those 
bonds for distribution among the con- 
sumers not only the amount of money 
impounded, but also 7 per cent. interest 
thereon to compensate them for the tak- 
ing of their money and the delay in 
return. 

“Ags the case went against them, it 
was not an abuse of discretion to hold 
that the defendants who have conducted | 
the litigation and lost should pay the | 
cost of an arrangement made in their | 
interests because of the expense | 
with which the company had been un-} 
justly burdened.”’ 


SHIP CONTRACT CLAIM WON. 


Supreme Court Holds War Requisi- 
tions Must Be Paid in Full. 


WASHINGTON, May 12.—When the 
Government requisitioned a vessel under 
construction during the war it became 
liable for more than the bare material, 
the Supreme Court held today in a case 
brought by the Brooks-Scanlon Corpora- 
tion, which sought to recover the value 
of a contract with the New York Ship- 
building Company of New Jersey for the, 
construction of a steamship taken over 
by the Shipping Board. The Claims 
Court had allowed only compensation for 
the bare materials. 

Stating that the decision would cost 
the Government $50,000,000, Justice Mc- 
Reynolds announced that bs and Justice 
Sanford dissented, taking the view that 
contracts requisitioned terminated the 
contract so far as the claimants were 


concerned. Claimants were neing per- 
mitted in their view, Justice McRey- 
nolds said, to recover the speculative 
value of their contracts. 

A Supreme Court review was denied 
in the case of Captain George H. Miles 
of the steamship Presidertt Van Buren, 
convicted in the Federal Courts in New 
York City on a charge of cruelly pun- 
ishing Harry Baxter, who died while in 
confinement on the ship. 

The Court ordered referred to the Cir- 
cuit Court of Appeals at New York the 
questions whether foreign Governments 
are subject to suit in the courts of this 
country, as raised in a case brought by 
Portugal as a result of a dispute over a 
sailor’s wages. 

The Court denied the Lehigh Valley 
Railroad Company permission to bring 
before it an original proceeding to pro- 
hibit the Federal District Court in New 
York City from further considering a 
suit by the Russian Government against 
the company for loss of munitions and 
merchandise in the Black Tom Island 
explosion near Jersey City in July, 1916. 

The Court declared that the ‘“’Massa- 
cChusetts trusts’’ were subject to tax- 
ation under the Federal Revenue acts 
of 1918, but held that they were not 
subject to taxation under the Revenue 
act of 1916 as associations having capi- 
tal stock represented by shares. 

The question was presented in four 
cases brought by Simon Hecht, Summit 
I.. Hecht, Arthur L. Howard, Robert S. 
Barlow, Alvah Crocker and others to re- 
cover taxes paid. They contended that 
their organizations were exempt from 
a Federal tax, insisting that while they 
had capital stock they were not agso- 
ciations because legal title to the prop- 
erty involved was held by trustees for 
the benefit of persons who owned cer- 
tificates of beneficial interest in them 
and who received the net income. 


COAST RATE BILL PRESSED. 


Gooding Measure for Waterways 
Offered in Senate as a Rider. 





WASHINGTON, May 12.—The Good- 
mg bill, providing for modification of 


Section 4 of the Interstate Commerce 
act, was offered by Senator Pittman, 
Democrat, of Navada, today, as an 
amendment to the Army Appropriation 
bill. After brief debate, it was laid 
aside with the supply bill until tomor- 
row, when Senator Wadsworth, Repub- 
lican, of New York, will, he announced, 
raise a point of order that the amend- 
ment is new legislation. 

The bill would limit the authority of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
enforce the long and short haul pro- 
visions, to prevent them being used 
@gainst water-borne competition. 

The Nevada Senator, in offering the 
emendment, said the time remaining in 
the session prevented the measure from 
following the regular course, The bill 
had been reported by the Interstate 
Commerce Committee and was on the 
calendar. 

“‘Western railroads are asking a rate 
to the Pacific Coast which will barely 
cover the ‘out of pocket cost’ of trans- 
portation of forty-three commodities,’’ 
Senator Pittman said. “They frankly 
admit to the committee that their pur- 
pose was to obtain half of the water- 
borne traffic now passing through the 
canal. The Shipping Board predicted 
the effect of the granting of the rate 
would be to kill that traffic.” 


Foreign Trade to Be Discussed. 

The eleventh National Foreign Trade 
Convention will be held in Boston from 
June 4 to 6, inclusive, it was announced 
yesterday. The foreign trade opportuni- 
ties before American bankers will be 
discussed and one question will be that 
of building foreign trade through for- 
eign loans. Franklin Remington, who 
has been selected for speaker, will urge 
this country to copy English banking 
and governmental policy so that when- 
ever a foreign loan is raised here pro-

With the striking from the trading 
list of the New York Stock Exchange 
yesterday of the old $100 par. value 
common stocks of the Studebaker Cor- 
poration and of the Corn Products Re- 
fining Company, trading in these issues 
is now confined to the new capital 
stocks. In the case of Studebaker the 
new shares are of no par value and 
have been received in exchange for the 
old stock on the basis of two and one- 
half shares of the new stock for each 
share of the old. In the case of Corn 
Products the new shares are of $25 
par value each and the exchange was 
on the basis of four shares of the new 
stock for one share of the old. 

The old common stocks of both com- 
panies were leaders in stock market 
activity for several years. In _ the 
financial district yesterday there was 
much discussion as to whether the new 
shares of either Studebaker or Corn 
Products would attract the speculative 
attention the old stocks received. 

At the peak of its capitalization, 
Studebaker had only 750,000 shares of 
$100 par value common stock outstand- 
ing, but in the twelve years from 1912 
to the current year, about 50,000,000 
shares of Studebaker stock have changed 
hands, Since the close of the World 
War and at the height of speculation 
in the motor shares, the stock of this 


company changed thands from ten to 
twelve times in a single year. 

Accompanying this activity were wide 
swings in prices, Prior to the World 
War, Studebaker was an inactive issue 
on the Stock Exchan y aoe and the price 
between 1912 and 1914 ranged between 
49%, and 15%.

-With consid- 
erable cotton covered the latter part of 
the week, active selling occurred on and 
immediately following the call. Lines of 
July and October appeared which broke 
prices 30 to 40 points from previous 
closing.

“Chemist’’ Who Misrepresented Me- 
dicinal Tablets Gets Prison Term. 


Goldsmith, 32 years old, who 
lived at 420 West End Avenue, 
an indeterminate sentence of 
months to three years in the 
yesterday on his plea of 
guilty in Special Sessions to violating 
the trademark law. It was one of the 
most severe sentences ever imposed in 
this State for this offense. 

Goldsmith, who described himself as a 
*Yesearch chemist,’’ admitted that in 
November last he sold a shipment of 
tablets to a firm on the false representa- 
tion that they were composed of a prep- 
aration manufactured by the Paris 
Medicine Company of Tennessee. Pro- 
bation Officer William Connors charged 


that Goldsmith previously had another 
chemical corporation manufacture 3,000,- 
000 tablets which he sold to various 
firms in large quantities on the pretext 
they were manufactured by the Tennes- 
see corporation. He added that four in- 
dictments returned against Goldsmith in 
this connection were pending in Gen- 
eral Sessions. 

State Senator Sheridan, who appeared 
as Goldsmith's counsel, declared that 
his client was not the principal in the 
scheme, but that a band of men had 
hatched the conspiracy and made him 
the victim,

Weakness in Corn Holds the Mar- 
ket Down, but the May Gets 
Close to the July.

CHICAGO, May 12.—The wheat market 
is little affected at the present time by 
news developments of any character. 
Prices held within a range of %@% cent 
for the day and closed 4 cent higher 
to % lower, the former on May, which 
went to within 1% cents of the July. 
Trade was largely of a local character, 
but commission house support appeared 
when most needed, 

Considering the weakness in corn, the 
break in Liverpool and the sharp decline 
in exchange, the market gave an ex- 
ceHent account of itself.

bushels, against 15,299,000: bushels a 
year ago.

The situation in corn is regarded by 


many operators as the reverse of that 
a year ago. There is good pasturage 
in the Southwest where feeding had to 
be indulged in the same as in the Kast, 
while now there is little demand for 
cash corn from either section and the 
trade feels it, as stocks are increasing 
instead of decreasing and there are pros- 
pects of a large movement from the 
country the last part of this month and 
the first week or two in June.

Recommended by Dawes Commit-

is held by the Swedish State in the form 
of original shares, while the remaining 
part is held by priyate interests in the 
form of preferred res.

Retall Summer Season Begun. 

Yesterday marked the first showing 
of Summer ready-to-wear by some of 
the leading stores and specialty shops 
here. This is a week earlier than the 
date that was agreed upon as the time 
for showing throughout the country. By 
next Monday, it is expected, the re- 
tailers generally will be offering the new 
merchandise. Results at the metro- 
politan stores yesterday were affected 
by the weather. The latter promises to 
be a factor of strong importance to 
wholesalers in the sale of the early 
Summer merchandise. The wholesale 
season in these goods is normally a short 
one, and, with retailers buying from 
hand-to-mouth, the further complication 
of adverse weather mikes for no small 
difficulties. 








' Bracelets Still Selling Freely. 

Bracelets of a}l kinds, especially of the 
flexible variety, continue to lead in the 
demand for jewelry in this market. 
Pieces retailing all the way from 50 
cents to several thousand dollars are 
being bought, with the most activity in 
the more popular-priced lines. Among 
the new things to retail under $25 is a 
novel type of flexible bracelet that has 
just been brought out. It is a double 
strand effect, the flexibility being ob- 


tained by attaching the links to tubular 
rivets. The new bracelet is sterling

The demand for gray goods in this 
market yesterday was not very active, 
but prices were well sustained. Spot 
lots of 39-inch 68-72 printcloths brought 
10% cents, but sellers would not con- 
sider less than 10% cents for delivery in 
June or beyond. Spot 38-inch 64-60s 
brought 8% cents, with an eighth more 
paid for a limited quantity of goods 
for shipment late next month. In the 
*7-inch printcloths 65, cents was the 
best that could be done for 64-60s. Spot 
27-inch 48-square four-yard sheetings 
were quoted at 10% cents, with 10% cents 
asked for later shipments. Some sales 
of.

Leading sellers say they are holding 
their prices firm, and explain the low- 
ering as taking place on fabrics which 
are being made from yarns that were 
bought at price concessions recently. 
That the necessity for the reductions 
indicates the present state of the de- 
mand for worsteds is admitted, but the 
level the trade considers standard, it 
is pointed out, is governed by the gen- 
eral wool situation, and this continues 
strong.

THE CORONER SYSTEM 


Only Sure Means of Probing 
Deaths Is by Medical Examining 
Boards, Says Bellevue Toxi- 

cologist. 





The Coroner system of investigating 
deaths from accident was attacked by 
Dr. Alexander O. Goettler, toxicoligist 
of Bellevue Hospital, recently in an ad- 
dress before the Chemistry Club of New 
York University, as an impediment to 
justice. Dr. Goettler advocated the 
abolition of the present system and the 
substitution in its stead of medical ex- 
amining boards under State or munici- 
pal supervision. 

He pointed. out that most Coroners are 
not even physicians, and that although
